issue from time to time its revenue bonds in such aggregate principal 
amount as said Department, with the approval of the Governor, may deem 
advisable for such purposes; to provide that certain bonds issued by the 
Industrial Development Board of the City of Mobile, Alabama, certain 
bonds issued by the State, and bonds at any time issued by Alabama State 
Docks Department or any of them, and at the time outstanding, and the 
interest thereon may be refunded through the issuance by the Department 
of refunding bonds; to provide that proceeds of the bonds issued under this 
Act may be used to purchase property owned by the Industrial Develop- 
ment Board of the City of Mobile, Alabama, and leased to Alabama State 
Docks Department and to prepay said Department’s lease obligations to 
said Board; to provide that the Department shall determine the manner, 
terms and conditions of the sale or sales of the bonds authorized to be is- 
sued under this Act, and to make provisions respecting such sale or sales 
and the application of the proceeds from the sale or sales thereof; to provide 
for the method of execution of said bonds and other details pertaining 
thereto; to provide that bonds issued under this Act shall not create an obli- 
gation or debt of the State and shall be limited obligations payable solely 
out of the revenues of the Department pledged in this Act; to provide that 
the bonds authorized to be issued under this Act and the income therefrom 
shall be exempt from taxation; to provide that said bonds may be used to 
secure deposits of funds of the State and its instrumentalities and agencies 
and shall be lawful for the investment of trust funds; to provide for the use 
of the proceeds of said bonds; to provide for the defeasance of said bonds; 
to authorize the Department to continue to collect all charges and other fees 
presently imposed and collected by the Department; to pledge funds neces- 
sary to pay the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on said bonds; to 
authorize the Department to pledge for payment of the said principal of, 
premium, if any, and interest on said bonds the moneys pledged in this Act 
for that purpose; to preserve outstanding appropriations, pledges and cove- 
nants made by the State or the Department; to authorize the Department 
to covenant to maintain its charges and other fees; to authorize the estab- 
lishment of a special debt service account to be held by the State Treasurer 
and used to pay debt service on bonds to be issued under this Act out of 
moneys paid into such account by the Department; to permit reserve funds 
for the benefit of outstanding bonds to be used by the Department to pro- 
vide additions to docks facilities; to provide that if any portion of this Act is 
held invalid such holding shall not affect the validity of any other portion 
hereof; and to specify the effective date of this Act.

WHEREAS, Mr. Flowers, whose death occurred on the 51st anniver- 
sary of his birth, was a native Alabamian born in Greenville in Butler 
County, Alabama; he resided for most of his life, however, in Tuscaloosa, 
and was a graduate of the University of Alabama and of the University’s 
School of Law in 1957; and 


WHEREAS, he was a member of Jasons and Phi Beta Kappa, and was 
a Rotary Foundation Fellow at the University of London in 1957-58; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Flowers was admitted to the Alabama Bar in 1957, to 
the Mississippi Bar in 1960 and, from 1961 to 1968, was engaged in the 
private practice of law in Tuscaloosa; and 


WHEREAS, in 1968, Mr. Flowers was elected to the United States 
Congress from Alabama’s Seventh Congressional District; he was subse- 
quently re-elected to four additional consecutive terms, his influence and 
status in Congress increasing significantly with each election; and 


WHEREAS, Representative Flowers, during his decade in Congress, 
served on such prestigious committees as Science and Technology, the ad 
hoc committee on Energy, the select committees on Aging and on Ethics, 
House Democratic Steering and Policy Committee and Judiciary; and 


WHEREAS, the death of Walter Flowers, Junior, has indeed left a 
deep void in the lives of his family, and in the lives of those he served with 
distinction as a United States Congressman; he was an extraordinary indi- 
vidual, a man of great principle and one whose decisions and judgments 
were dictated by an ethical conscience and his firm belief in a strict delinea- 
tion between right and wrong; now therefore, 
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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That giving thanks for his life, we 
grievously mourn the death of Walter W. Flowers, Junior, a truly distin- 
guished Alabamian and a great American patriot.

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature finds that as a part of the contin- 
uing growth of the population and development of the economy of the state 
it is necessary and desirable that portions of the state’s rich natural and 
cultural diversity be set aside as heritage preserves and sites and protect it 
for the benefit of present and future generations, for once disturbed they 
cannot be wholly restored; and 


WHEREAS, such areas and features are irreplaceable as laboratories 
for scientific research; as reservoirs of natural materials for which the value 
and usefulness thereof is not yet fully known; as habitats for rare and van- 
ishing species; and as living museums where people may observe natural 
biotic and environmental systems and as areas for study and enjoyment as 
examples of the lands, structures and related artifacts which represent sig- 
nificant parts of our natural and cultural heritage; and 


WHEREAS, a number of independent and differing efforts, both pri- 
vate as well as public, have been initiated to protect some of these assets, a 
coordinated and concerted program is needed in order to avoid duplication 
and/or conflict among these and other valuable activities and to insure the 
maximum conservation of these resources through the establishment of a 
more effective and adequate official legal mechanism for identifying and 
mecenine and protecting such areas for their outstanding characteristics; 
an 


WHEREAS, the neighboring states of Mississippi, Tennessee, Florida, 
North Carolina and South Carolina have enacted legislation providing for 
the creation of mechanisms to enhance and/or manage said states’ signifi- 
ane eae resources for the benefit of current and future generations; now 
therefore, 


By Senator Mitchem: 


S. 590. To amend Sections 2-15-131 and 2-15-133, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to the Livestock Dealers’ Financial Responsibility Act, so as 
to include catfish in the definition of livestock and to provide when pay- 
ment of purchase of catfish is to be made by the dealer.

S. 605. To provide methods and procedures to be used for boll weevil

(1) The election to be an Alabama S corporation shall be made or ter- 
minated in accordance with said 26 U.S.C. § 1362 and regulations promul- 
gated by the department of revenue. 


(2) No election to be an Alabama S corporation shall be effective or 
remain in effect unless each shareholder who is not a resident of Alabama 
files with the department of revenue, on or before the date the corporation’s 
return is due under chapter 18, Title 40, Code of Alabama 1975, a consent 
to report the items specified in section 2 herein for purposes of this act and 
to pay the tax imposed by section 40-18-2, Code of Alabama 1975, arising 
from such items. 


(3) The tax imposed by section 40-18-31, Code of Alabama 1975, shall 
not apply to any corporation which has validly elected to be an Alabama S 
corporation. 


Section 2. (a) The taxable income of an Alabama S corporation shall 
be determined in the same manner as in the case of an individual except 
that the items determined in subdivision (1), subsection (a) of section 3 of 
une on shall be separately stated, and the following deductions shall not be 
allowed: 


(1) Personal exemptions otherwise allowed by section 40-18-19, Code of 
Alabama 1975; 


(2) Income taxes paid to possessions of the United States otherwise al- 
lowed by section 40-18-15(a)(3)a, Code of Alabama 1975; 


(3) Charitable contributions otherwise allowed by section 40-18- 
15(a)(10), Code of Alabama 1975; 


(4) The net operating loss deduction otherwise allowed by sections 40- 
18-15(a)(16) and 40-18-35.1, Code of Alabama 1975; 


(5) Medical expenses otherwise allowed by section 40-18-15(a)(13), 
Code of Alabama 1975; 


(6) Alimony otherwise allowed by section 40-18-15(a)(18), Code of Ala- 
bama 1975; 


(7) Moving expenses otherwise allowed by section 40-18-15(a)(19), Code 
of Alabama 1975; 


(8) Contributions to individual retirement accounts otherwise allowed 
by section 40-18-15(a)(11), Code of Alabama 1975; 


(9) Depletion on oil or gas wells otherwise allowed by section 40-18- 
15(a)(9), Code of Alabama 1975. 


(b) The taxable income shall be allocated and apportioned in the same 
manner as a foreign corporation and in accordance with regulations promul- 
gated by the department of revenue. 


(c) Any election affecting the computation of items derived from an Al- 
abama S corporation shall be made by the corporation. 
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(d) If an Alabama S corporation makes a distribution of property, other 
than an obligation of such corporation, with respect to its stock, and the fair 
market value of such property exceeds its adjusted basis in the hands of the 
Alabama S corporation, then gain shall be recognized to the Alabama S cor- 
poration on the distribution in the same manner as if it had sold such prop- 
erty to the distributee at its fair market value. 


Section 3. (a) In determining the tax of a shareholder for the share- 
holder’s taxable year in which the taxable year of the Alabama S corpora- 
tion ends, or for the final taxable year of a shareholder who dies before the 
end of the corporation’s taxable year, there shall be taken into account the 
shareholder’s pro rata share of the corporation’s: 


(1) Items of income, including tax-exempt income, loss, deduction, or 
credit the separate treatment of which could affect the liability for tax of 
any shareholder, including charitable contributions and income taxes paid 
to possessions of the United States, and 


(2) Nonseparately computed income or loss. The term “nonseparately 
computed income or loss” means gross income minus the deductions al- 
lowed to the corporation under this act, determined by excluding all items 
described in subdivision (1) of this subsection. 


(b) The character of any item included in a shareholder’s pro rata share 
under subsection (a) of this section shall be determined as if such item were 
realized directly from the source from which realized by the corporation, or 
incurred in the same manner as incurred by the corporation. 


(c) In any case where it is necessary to determine the gross income of a 
shareholder for purposes of this act, such gross income shall include the 
shareholder’s pro rata share of the gross income of the corporation. 


(d) The following special rules for losses and deductions shall apply: 


(1) The aggregate amount of losses and deductions taken into account 
by a shareholder under subsection (a) of this section for any taxable year 
shall not exceed the sum of: 


a. The adjusted basis of the shareholder’s stock in the Alabama S cor- 
poration as determined with regard to subsection (a) of Section 5 of this act 
for the taxable year, and 


b. The shareholder’s adjusted basis of any indebtedness of the Alabama 
S corporation to the shareholder as determined without regard to any ad- 
justment under subsection (b) of Section 5 of this act for the taxable year. 


(2) Any loss or deduction which is disallowed for any taxable year by 
reason of subdivision (1) of this subsection (d) of Section 2 of this act shall 
be treated as incurred by the corporation in the succeeding taxable year 
with respect to that shareholder. 


(3) The carryover of disallowed losses and deductions to the post-termi- 
nation transition period shall be determined as follows: 


a. If for the last taxable year of a corporation for which it was an Ala- 
bama S corporation, a loss or deduction was disallowed by reason of subdi- 
vision (1) of this subsection (d) of Section 2 of this act, such loss or deduc- 
tion shall be treated as incurred by the shareholder on the last day of any 
post-termination transition period. 


b. The aggregate amount of losses and deductions taken into account 
by a shareholder under paragraph a of subdivision (1) of this subsection (d) 
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of Section 2 of this act shall not exceed the adjusted basis of the share- 
holder’s stock in the corporation as determined at the close of the last day 
of the post-termination transition period and without regard to this 
paragraph. 


c. The shareholder’s basis in the stock of the ‘corporation shall be re- 
duced by the amount allowed as a deduction by reason of this paragraph. 


Section 4. If an individual who is the spouse or lineal descendant or 
ancestor of one or more shareholders of an Alabama S corporation or who is 
a spouse, a lineal descendant or ancestor of a beneficiary of a trust which is 
a shareholder of an Alabama S corporation renders services for the corpora- 
tion or furnishes capital to the corporation without receiving reasonable 
compensation therefor, the department of revenue shall make such adjust- 
ments in the items taken into account by such individual and such share- 
pene as may be necessary in order to reflect the value of such services or 
capital. 


Section 5. (a) The basis of each shareholder’s stock in an Alabama S 
corporation shall be increased for any period by the sum of the following 
items determined with respect to that shareholder for such period: 


(1) The items of income described in subdivision (1) of subsection (a) of 
Section 3; 


(2) Any nonseparately computed income determined under subdivision 
(2) of subsection (a) of Section 3; and 


(3) The excess of the deductions for depletion over the basis of the 
property subject to depletion. 


(b) The basis of each shareholder’s stock in an Alabama S corporation 
shall be decreased for any period, but not below zero, by the sum of the 
following items determined with respect to the shareholder for such period: 


(1) Distributions by the corporation which were not includible in the 
income of the shareholder by reason of Section 6 of this act; 


(2) The items of loss and deduction described in subdivision (1) of sub- 
section (a) of Section 3; 


(3) Any nonseparately computed loss determined under subdivision (2) 
of subsection (a) of Section 3; 


(4) Any expense of the corporation not deductible in computing its tax- 
able income and not properly chargeable to capital account; and 


(5) The amount of the shareholder’s deduction for depletion with re- 
spect to oil and gas wells. 


(c) The following special rules shall apply: 


(1) An amount which is required to be included in the gross income of a 
shareholder and shown on his return shall be taken into account under sub- 
division (1) or (2) of subsection (a) of Section 5 only to the extent such 
amount is included in the shareholder’s gross income on his return, in- 
creased or decreased by an adjustment of such amount in a redetermination 
of the shareholder’s tax liability. 


(2) a. If for any taxable year the amount specified in subdivisions (2), 
(3), (4), and (5) of subsection (b) of Section 5 exceed the amount which 
reduces the shareholder’s basis to zero, such excess shall be applied to re- 
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duce, but not below zero, the shareholder’s basis in any indebtedness of the 
Alabama S corporation to the shareholder. 


b. If for any taxable year there is a reduction under paragraph a of this 
subdivision (2) in the shareholder’s basis in the indebtedness of an Alabama 
S corporation to a shareholder, any net increase, after the application of 
subsections (a) and (b) of this section, for any subsequent taxable year shall 
be applied to restore such reduction in basis before any of it may be used to 
increase the shareholder’s basis in the stock of the Alabama S corporation. 


(3) Sections 2 through 5 of this act shall be applied before determining 
the amount of loss in any taxable year of the shareholder or the corporation 
in which the stock becomes worthless. 


Section 6. {a) A distribution of property made by an Alabama S cor- 
poration with respect to its stock to which, but for this act, section 45-18-36, 
Code of Alabama 1975, would apply shall be treated in the manner provided 
in subsection (b) or (c) of Section 5, whichever applies. 


(b) In the case of a distribution described in subsection (a) of Section 5 
by an Alabama S corporation which has no accumulated earnings and 
profits: 


(1) The distribution shall not be included in gross income to the extent 
that it does not exceed the adjusted basis of the stock. 


(2) If the amount of the distribution exceeds the adjusted basis of the 
stock, such excess shall be treated as gain from the sale or exchange of 
property. 


(c) In the case of a distribution described in subsection (a) of this Sec- 
ee by an Alabama S corporation which has accumulated earnings and 
profits: 


(1) That portion of the distribution which does not exceed the accumu- 
lated adjustments account shall be treated in the manner provided by sub- 
section tb) of this Section 6. 


(2) That portion of the distribution which remains after the application 
of paragraph a shall be treated as a dividend to the extent it does not ex- 
ceed the accumulated earnings and profits of the Alabama S corporation. 


(3) Any portion of the distribution remaining after the application of 
subdivision (2) of this subsection (c) of Section 6 shall be treated in the 
manner provided by subsection (b) of this section. 


(d) Subsections (a) and (b) of this section shall be applied by taking 
into account to the extent proper: 


(1) The adjustments to the basis of the shareholder’s stock described in 
Section 5, and 


(2) The adjustments to the accumulated adjustments account which are 
required by Section 7. 


Section 7. (a) For purposes of this act, the term “accumulated adjust- 
ments account” means an account of the Alabama S corporation which is 
adjusted for the S period in a manner similar to the adjustments under Sec- 
tion 5 hereof, except that no adjustment shall be made for income which is 
exempt from tax under this act and no adjustment shall be made for any 
expense not deductible in computing the corporation’s taxable income and 
not properly chargeable to capital account. In the case of any redemption 
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which is treated as an exchange under section 40-18-36, Code of Alabama 
1975, the adjustment in the accumulated adjustments account shall be an 
amount which bears the same ratio to the balance in such account as the 
number of shares redeemed in such redemption bears to the number of 
shares of stock in the corporation immediately before such redemption. 


The term “S period” means the most recent continuous period during 
which the corporation has been an Alabama §S corporation. Such period 
shall not include any taxable year beginning before January 1, 1985. 


(b) An Alabama S corporation may, with the consent of all of its af- 
fected shareholders, elect to have subdivision (1) of subsection (c) of Section 
6 not apply to all distributions made during the taxable year for which the 
election is made. For purposes of this subsection, the term “affected share- 
holder” means any shareholder to whom a distribution is made by the Ala- 
bama S corporation during the taxable year. 


Section 8. (a) Except to the extent inconsistent with this act, the rules 
of chapter 18, Title 40, Code of Alabama 1975, shall apply to an Alabama S 
corporation and its shareholders. 


(b) For purposes of this act, an Alabama S corporation in its capacity 
as a shareholder of another corporation shall be treated as an individual. 


Section 9. No carryforward and no carryback arising for a taxable year 
for which a corporation is not an Alabama S corporation may be carried to a 
taxable year which such corporation is an Alabama S corporation. No car- 
ryforward and no carryback shall arise at the corporate level for a taxable 
year for which a corporation is an Alabama S corporation. Nothing in this 
section shall prevent treating a taxable year for which a corporation is an 
Alabama S corporation as a taxable year for purposes of determining the 
anne of taxable years to which an item may be carried back or carried 
orward. ; 


Section 10. (a) Except as provided in subsections (b) and (c) of this 
section, no adjustment shall be made to the earnings and profits of an Ala- 
bama S corporation. 


(b) In the case of any transaction involving redemption, liquidation, re- 
organization or division of any Alabama S corporation, proper adjustment 
to any accumulated earnings and profits of the corporation shall be made. 


(c) Subsection (a) of this section shall not apply with respect to that 
portion of a distribution which is treated as a dividend under subdivision 
(2) of subsection (b) of Section 6. 


(d) Any distribution of money by a corporation with respect to its stock 
during a post-termination transition period shall be applied against and re- 
duce the adjusted basis of the stock, to the extent that the amount of the 
distribution does not exceed the accumulated adjustments account. 


Section 11. For purposes of applying the provisions of this act which 
relate to employee fringe benefits, the Alabama S corporation shall be 
treated as a partnership, and any two-percent shareholder of the Alabama S 
corporation shall be treated as a partner of such partnership. The term 
“two-percent shareholder” means any person who owns, or is considered as 
owning in accordance with 26 U.S.C. § 318 as in effect on January 1, 1984, 
on any day during the taxable year of the Alabama S corporation more than 
two percent of the outstanding stock of such corporation or stock possessing 
more than two percent of the total combined voting power of all stock of 
such corporation. 
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Section 12. (a) For purposes of this section, except as provided in sub- 
section (b), each shareholder’s pro rata share of any item for any taxable 
year shall be the sum of the amounts determined with respect to the share- 
holder by assigning an equal portion of such item to each day of the taxable 
year, and then by dividing that portion pro rata among the shares outstand- 
ing on such day. 


(b) Under regulations prescribed by the department of revenue, if any 
shareholder terminates his interest in the corporation during the taxable 
year and all persons who are shareholders during the taxable year agree to 
the application of this subsection, subsection (a) of this section shall be ap- 
plied as if the taxable year consisted of two taxable years the first of which 
ends on the date of the termination. 


Section 13. (a) For purposes of this act, the term “post-termination 
transition period” means: 


(1) The period beginning on the day after the last day of the corpora- 
tion’s last taxable year as an Alabama S corporation and ending on the later 
of: 


a. The day which is one year after such last day, or 


b. The due date for filing the return for such last year as an Alabama S 
corporation, including extensions; and 


(2) The 120-day period beginning on the date of a determination that 
the corporation’s election to be treated as an Alabama S corporation had 
terminated for a previous taxable year. 


(b) The term “determination” means: 


(1) That the corporation’s failure to qualify as an S corporation for fed- 
eral income tax purposes has been established by: 


a. A court decision which becomes final, 
b. A closing agreement, or 


c. An agreement between the corporation and the United States Secre- 
tary of the Treasury; or 


(2) That the corporation’s failure to qualify as an Alabama S corpora- 
tion has been established by: 


a. A court decision which becomes final, or 


b. An agreement between the corporation and the department of 
revenue. 


Section 14. Due consideration shall be given in the interpretation of 
this act to applicable sections of the U.S. Internal Revenue Code in effect 
from time to time, its rulings and regulations provided such Code, rulings 
and regulations are not in direct conflict with any portion of this act. 


Section 15. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 16. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 17. This act shall become effective following its passage and 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

WHEREAS, the purpose of the System is to build on the existing net- 
work of twelve (12) Small Business Development Centers (SBDC’s) in Ala- 
bama to develop government procurement/contracting opportunities for Al- 
abama small businesses; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed automated data-based State of Alabama 
Small Business Procurement System would have the following 
configuration: 


1. System development, maintenance, and control functioning would be 
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housed at the ASBDC State Office at The University of Alabama in 
Birmingham. 


2. System Input—Information concerning invitations for bid (IFB), 
pre-bid announcements and related contract data would be accumulated 
from federal government ene offices in Florida, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, and Tennessee; State of Alabama purchasing offices; 
local government agencies including county, city, school board, and related 
agencies; and prime contractors and private industry summarized and en- 
tered into the system. Contracting capabilities of Alabama firms would be 
entered into the system. 

3. System Output—System would match each client firm’s capabilities 
with contracting opportunities and prepare pre-mailer to firm as notifica- 
tion of the contracting opportunity on a weekly basis. This output would 
occur at each of the twelve (12) local SBDC’s. Local SBDC staff would pro- 
vide follow-through with client firms and on-going consultation; and

should double the amount of government contracting dollars going to Ala- 
bama’s small businesses; now therefore,

HOUSE MESSAGE 


On motion of Senator Aldridge, the Senate concurred in and adopted 
the following House substitute for the Bill, S. B. 458, the title of which is 
set out in the foregoing Message from the House, to-wit: 


HOUSE SUBSTITUTE FOR S. 458 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create the Motor Fuel Marketing Act in order to protect Alabama’s 
consumers against major oil company monopolies; to encourage fair and 
honest competition and to safeguard the public against unfair practices in- 
volving the sale of motor fuel in wholesale and retail trades; to provide for 
enforcement of the Act and penalties for violations; and for related pur- 
poses as well as to make certain declarations. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as the “Motor 
Fuel Marketing Act.” 


Section 2. The Legislature makes the following findings with respect 
to the marketing of motor fuel in Alabama: 


(a) Marketing of motor fuel is affected with the public interest. 


(b) Unfair competition in the marketing of motor fuel occurs whenever 
costs associated with the marketing of motor fuel are recovered from other 
operations, allowing the refined motor fuel to be sold at subsidized prices. 
Such subsidies most commonly occur in one (1) of three (3) ways: when 
refiners use profits from refining of crude oil to cover below normal or nega- 
tive returns earned from motor fuel marketing operations; where a marketer 
with more than one (1) location uses profits from one location to cover 
losses from below-cost selling of motor fuel at another location; and where a 
business uses profits from non-motor fuel sales to cover losses from below- 
cost selling of motor fuel. 


(c) Independent motor fuel marketers (i.e., dealers, distributors, jobbers 
and wholesalers) are unable to survive predatory subsidized pricing at the 
marketing level by persons when all of an independent’s income comes from 
marketing operations. 


(d) Subsidized pricing is inherently predatory and is reducing competi- 
tion in the petroleum industry, and if it continues unabated, will ultimately 
threaten the consuming public. 


Section 3. It is hereby declared that marketing of motor fuel in Ala- 
bama is affected with the public interest. It is hereby declared to be the 
legislative intent to encourage fair and honest competition, and to safeguard 
the public against creation of monopolies or unfair methods of competition, 
in transactions involving the sale of, or offer to sell, or inducement to sell 
motor fuel in the wholesale and retail trades in this state. It is further de- 
clared that the advertising, offering for sale, or sale of motor fuel below cost 
or at a cost lower than charged other persons on the same marketing level 
with the intent of injuring competitors or destroying or substantially lessen- 
ing competition is an unfair and deceptive trade practice. The policy of the 
state is to promote the general welfare through the prohibition of such sales. 
The purpose of the Motor Fuel Marketing Act is to carry out that policy in 
the public interest, providing for exceptions under stated circumstances, 
providing for enforcement and providing penalties. 


Section 4. The following terms shall have the meanings ascribed to 
them in this section unless otherwise stated and unless the context or sub- 
ject matter clearly indicates otherwise: 


(a) “Person” shall mean any person, firm, association, organization, 
partnership, business trust, joint stock company, company, corporation or 
legal entity. 


(b) “Motor Fuel” shall mean those products upon which the State Ex- 
cise Tax levied, or defined, in section 40-17-1 through 40-17-52 and 40-17- 
170, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is imposed. 


(c) “Wholesaler” shall mean and include any person qualified as a 
wholesaler of motor fuel with the State Revenue Commissioner, and shall 
also mean and include any person, other than a buying pool defined herein, 
wherever resident or located, who brings or causes to be brought into this 
state motor fuel purchased directly from the manufacturer thereof. 
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(d) “Wholesale distribution” shall mean any person, or the act of any 
person, including any affiliate of such person, in commerce within the state, 
who purchases motor fuel for sale, consignment or distribution to another, 
or, receives motor fuel on consignment for consignment or distribution to 
his own motor fuel accounts or to accounts of his supplier, but shall not 
include a person who is an employee of, or merely serves as, a common car- 
rier providing transportation services for such supplier. 


(e) “Retailer” shall mean and include any person who is engaged in this 
state in the business of selling motor fuel at retail to the general public for 
ultimate consumption, and includes any group of persons, cooperative orga- 
nizations, buying pools and any other person or group purchasing motor 
fuel on a cooperative basis from licensed distributors or wholesalers. 


(f) “Buying pool” means and includes any combination, corporation, as- 
sociation, affiliation or group of retail dealers operating jointly in the 
purchase, sale, exchange or barter of motor fuel, the profits of which accrue 
directly or indirectly to such retail dealers. 


(g) “Sale” or “sell” shall mean any transfer for a combination, ex- 
change, barter, gift, offer for sale, advertising for sale, soliciting an order for 
motor fuel and distribution in any manner or by any means whatsoever. 


(h) “Sell at wholesale,” “sale at wholesale” and “wholesales” shall mean 
and include any sale made in the ordinary course of trade or usual conduct 
of the wholesaler’s business to a retailer for the purpose of resale. 


(i) “Sell at retail,” “sale at retail” and “retail sales” shall mean and 
include any sale for consumption or use in the ordinary course of trade or 
usual conduct of the seller’s business. 


G) “Customary discount for cash” shall mean and include any allow- 
ance, whether a part of a larger discount or not, made to a wholesaler or 
retailer when such person pays for motor fuel within a limited or specified 
time. 


(k) “Refiner” shall mean any person engaged in the production or refin- 
ing of motor fuel, whether such production or refining occurs in this state or 
elsewhere, and includes any affiliate of such person. 


(1) “Cost to refiner” shall mean that refiners’ posted terminal price to 
the wholesale class of trade. In the event a refiner does not regularly sell to 
the wholesale class of trade at that terminal or does not post such a termi- 
nal price, it may use as its cost the posted price of any other refiner at any 
terminal within the general trade area which has products readily available 
for sale to the wholesale class of trade. 


(m) “Competition” shall mean and include any person who competes 
with another person in the same market area at the same level of 
distribution. 


(n) “Basic cost of motor fuel” shall mean whichever of the two (2) fol- 
lowing amounts is lower, namely, (i) the invoice cost of motor fuel to the 
wholesaler or retailer, as the case may be, or (ii) the lowest replacement cost 
of motor fuel to the wholesaler or retailer, as the case may be, within five (5) 
days prior to the date of sale, in the quantity last purchased (whether 
within or before the said five-day period), less, in either of said two (2) 
cases, all trade discounts except customary discounts for cash, plus the full 
value of freight costs and any taxes which may be required by law, now in 
effect or hereafter enacted, if not already included in the invoice cost of the 
motor fuel to the wholesaler or retailer, as the case may be. In computing its 
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basic cost of motor fuel, its cost of doing business and in meeting competi- 
tion under Section 8 of this Act; a refiner that assesses a processing fee of 
any kind for credit card transactions must assess such fees in a like manner 
to its affiliates. 


(o) “Cost to wholesaler” shall mean, as applied to wholesale distribu- 
tion, the invoice or replacement cost of the motor fuel within five (5) days 
prior to the date of sale, in the quantity last purchased, whichever is less, 
less all trade discounts except customary discounts for cash, to which shall 
be added all applicable state, federal and local taxes, inspection fees, freight 
charges not otherwise included in the cost of motor fuel, cartage to the re- 
tail outlet, if paid by the wholesaler, plus the cost of doing business. 


(p) “Cost to retailer” shall mean, as applied to retail sales, the invoice 
or replacement cost of the motor fuel within five (5) days prior to the date 
of sale, in the quantity last purchased, whichever is less, less all trade dis- 
counts except customary discounts for cash, to which shall be added all ap- 
plicable state, federal and local taxes, inspection fees, freight costs, if paid 
by the retailer, plus the cost of doing business. 


(q) “Cost of doing business” or “overhead expenses” shall mean and 
include all costs incurred in the conduct of business, including but not lim- 
ited to: labor (including salaries of executives and officers), rent (which rent 
must be no less than fair market value based on current use), interest on 
borrowed capital, depreciation, selling cost, maintenance of equipment, 
transportation or freight cost, losses due to breakage or damage; credit card 
fees, or other charges; credit losses, all types of licenses, taxes, insurance 
and advertising. 


(r) “Transfer price” shall mean and include the price used by a person 
in transferring motor fuel to itself or an affiliate for resale at another mar- 
keting level. Such price shall be determined using standard, functional ac- 
counting procedures. 


(s) “Affiliate” shall mean any person who (other than by means of 
franchise) controls, is controlled by, or is under common control with, any 
other person. 


Section 5. All persons engaged in commerce in this state are required 
to disclose, upon request, their transfer prices on each grade of motor fuel 
transferred or sold to itself or an affiliate for resale at another marketing 
level of distribution. Such disclosure shall only be made to those persons 
erected by such transfer prices or in any legal proceedings arising from this 

ct. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any person engaged in commerce in 
this state to sell or offer to sell motor fuel below cost or to sell or offer to 
sell it at a price lower than the seller charges other persons on the same day 
and on the same level of distribution, within the same market area, where 
the effect is to injure competition. 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any person engaged in commerce in 
this state to sell or transfer motor fuel to itself or an affiliate for resale at 
another marketing level of distribution at a transfer price that is below cost 
or lower than the price it charges a person who purchases for resale on the 
same day and at the same distribution level, within the same market area, 
where the effect is to injure competition. 


Section 8. (1) It is not a violation of this Act if a difference exists 
between the transfer price or sales price of motor fuel of like grade and 
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quality and the price charged to a person who purchases for resale at the 
same level of distribution, including any discounts, rebates, allowances, ser- 
vices, facilities granted any of a supplier’s own marketing operations in ex- 
cess of those provided to a person who purchases for resale at the same level 
of distribution, if the lower price is due to a cost differential incurred be- 
cause of a difference in shipping method, transportation, marketing, sale or 
quantity, in which such motor fuel is sold. 


(2) It is not a violation of this Act if any price is established in good 
faith to meet an equally low price of a competitor in the same market area 
on the same level of distribution selling the same or a similar product of like 
grade and quality or is exempt under Section 13 of this act. 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful under this section: 


(1) For any person engaged in commerce in this state to sell or offer to 
sell motor fuel at wholesale or retail, as the case may be, where the effect is 
to injure competition. 


(2) For any person, where the effect is to injure competition, to offer a 
rebate, to offer to give a rebate, to offer a concession of any kind in connec- 
tion with the sale of motor fuel. 


(3) For any retailer to induce or attempt to induce or to procure or 
attempt to procure the purchase of motor fuel at a price less than cost to 
wholesaler. 


Any person who violates any provision of this section shall be subject to the 
provisions and penalties of this act. 


Section 10. In all advertisements, offers for sale or sales involving two 
(2) or more items, at least one (1) of which items is motor fuel, at a com- 
bined price, and in all advertisements, offers of sale, or sales, involving the 
giving of any gift or concession of any kind whatsoever (whether it be cou- 
pons or otherwise), the wholesaler’s or retailer’s combined selling price shall 
not be below the cost to the wholesaler or the cost to the retailer, respec- 
tively, of the total of all articles, products, commodities, gifts and conces- 
sions included in such transactions, except that if any such articles, prod- 
ucts, commodities, gifts or concessions, shall not be motor fuel, the basic 
cost thereof shall be determined in like manner as provided in item (n) of 
Section 4 of this act. 


Section 11. When one wholesaler sells motor fuel to any other whole- 
saler, the former shall not be required to include in his selling price to the 
latter “cost to the wholesaler” as provided by Section 4 of this act, but the 
latter wholesaler, upon resale to a retailer, shall be subject to the provisions 
of said section. 


Section 12. (1) The provisions of the Motor Fuel Marketing Act shall 
not apply to a sale at wholesale or a sale at retail made (a) in an isolated 
transaction and not in the usual course of business; (b) where motor fuels 
are advertised, offered for sale, or sold in a bona fide clearance sale for the 
purpose of discontinuing trade in such motor fuel, and said advertising, of- 
fer to sell, or sale shall state the reason thereafter and the quantity of such 
motor fuel advertised, offered for sale, or to be sold; (c) where motor fuel is 
advertised, offered for sale, or sold as imperfect or damaged, and said adver- 
tising, offer of sale or sale shall state the reason therefor and the quantity of 
such motor fuel advertised, offered for sale, or to be sold; (d) where motor 
fuel is sold upon the final liquidation of a business; or (e) where motor fuel 
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is advertised, offered for sale, or sold by any fiduciary or other officer under 
the order or direction of any court. 


(2) The notice required to be given under this section shall not be suffi- 
cient unless the subject of such sales is kept separate from other stocks and 
clearly and legibly marked with the reason for such sales, and any advertise- 
ment of such goods must indicate the same facts and the quantity to be 
sO 


Section 13. (1) Any wholesaler may advertise, offer to sell, or sell mo- 
tor fuel at a price made in good faith to meet the price of a competitor who 
is rendering the same type service and is selling the same article at cost to 
the said competing wholesaler as defined in this act. Any retailer may ad- 
vertise, offer to sell, or sell motor fuel at a price made in good faith to meet 
the price of a competitor who is selling the same article at cost to the said 
competing retailer as defined in this act. The price of motor fuel advertised, 
offered for sale, or sold under the exceptions specified in Section 12 of this 
act shall not be considered the price of a competitor and shall not be used 
as a basis for establishing prices below cost, nor shall the price established 
at a bankrupt sale be considered the price of a competitor within the pur- 
view of this section. 


(2) In the absence of proof of the actual cost to the said competing 
wholesaler or the said competing retailer, as the case may be, such cost may 
be presumed to be the lowest cost to wholesalers or the lowest cost to retail- 
ers, as the case may be, within the same market area as determined by a 
cost survey made pursuant to subsection (2) of Section 15 of this act. 


Section 14. Any contract, express or implied, made by any person in 
violation of any of the provisions of this act, is illegal and void and no re- 
covery shall be had thereon. 


Section 15. (1) In determining cost to the wholesaler and cost to the 
retailer, the court of jurisdiction shall receive and consider as bearing on the 
bona fides of such cost, evidence tending to show that any person com- 
plained against under any of the provisions of this act purchased the motor 
fuel involved in the complaint, at a fictitious price, or upon terms, or in 
such a manner, or under such invoices, as to conceal the true costs, dis- 
counts or terms of purchase, and shall also receive and consider as bearing 
on the bona fides of such costs, evidence of the normal, customary and pre- 
vailing terms and discounts in connection with other sales of a similar na- 
ture in the market area. 


(2) Where a cost survey pursuant to recognized statistical and cost ac- 
counting practices has been made for a market area in which a violation of 
this act is committed or charged, to determine and establish on the basis of 
actual existing conditions the lowest cost to wholesalers or the lowest cost to 
retailers within the said area, the said cost survey shall be deemed compe- 
tent evidence in any action or proceeding under this act as tending to prove 
actual cost to the wholesaler or actual cost to the retailer complained 
against, but any party against whom any such cost survey may be intro- 
duced in evidence shall have the right to offer evidence tending to prove any 
inaccuracy of such cost survey or any state of facts which would impair its 
probative value. 


Section 16. (1) Any person who violates this act shall be subject to a 
civil penalty not to exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) per violation 
for each offense. Any such person shall also be liable for attorney fees and 
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shall be subject to injunctive relief. Each day that a violation of this act 
occurs shall be considered as a separate violation. 


(2) Such penalty may be assessed and recovered in a civil action 
brought by the Attorney General, or by any district attorney in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. If brought by a district attorney, the entire amount 
of the penalty shall be paid to the treasury of the county in which the judg- 
ment was entered. If brought by the Attorney General, one-half of the pen- 
alty shall be paid to the treasury of the county where the action was 
brought and one-half shall be paid to the State Treasury. 


Section 17. (1) Any person injured by any violation, or who would suf- 
fer injury from any threatened violation, of this act may maintain an action 
in any court of equity jurisdiction to prevent, restrain, or enjoin such viola- 
tion or threatened violation. If in such action a violation or threatened vio- 
lation of this act shall be established, the court shall enjoin and restrain, or 
otherwise prohibit, such violation or threatened violation and, in addition 
thereto, the court shall assess in favor of the plaintiff and against the defen- 
dant the costs of suit, including reasonable attorney’s fees. In such action it 
shall not be necessary that actual damages to the plaintiff be alleged or 
proved, but where alleged and proved, the plaintiff in said action, in addi- 
tion to such injunctive relief and cost of suit, including reasonable attor- 
ney’s fees, shall be entitled to recover from the defendant the damages sus- 
tained by him. 


(2) A person injured as a result of an act or practice which violates this 
act may bring a civil action for appropriate relief, including an action for a 
declaratory judgment, injunctive relief, and for actual damages. Any actual 
damages found to have resulted from violations of this act shall be trebled 
by the court in making its award. Any action under this subsection shall be 
brought within two (2) years after the alleged violations occurred. 


(3) The court, in making an award under subsection (2) of this section, 
may award court costs and reasonable attorney’s fees to the prevailing 
party. 


(4) The courts of this state are empowered with jurisdiction to hear and 
determine all cases brought under this section. Venue lies in any county 
where the defendant or any of them resides or does business or where the 
cause of action accrues. 


In any action brought under Section 15, 16 or 17 of this 
act, upon a prima facie showing of a violation, the burden of rebutting the 
prima facie case thus made by showing justification shall shift to the defen- 
oe A prima facie showing of a violation shall be constituted if the plain- 
tiff shows: 


(a) That the plaintiff's purchase price from a refiner or wholesaler is 
greater than said refiner’s transfer price; or 


(b) That the plaintiff’s purchase price from a refiner or wholesaler plus 
the plaintiffs cost of doing business is greater than said refiner’s or whole- 
saler’s retail posted sales price; or 


(c) That the plaintiff’s basic cost of motor fuel plus the plaintiff’s cost 
of doing business is greater than the posted sales price at a retail location of 
a competitor, within the plaintiffs marketing area, suspected of selling mo- 
tor fuel in violation of this act. 


Section 19. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 
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Section 20. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 21. This act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act may be cited as the Alabama Computer Crime 
Act. 


Section 2. When used in this chapter, the following terms shall have 
the following meanings, respectively, unless a different meaning clearly ap- 
pears from the context: 


(1) “Data” means a representative of information, knowledge, facts, 
concepts, or instructions which are being prepared or have been prepared in 
a formalized manner, and is intended to be processed, is being processed, or 
has been processed in a computer system or computer network, and should 
be classified as intellectual property, and may be in any form, including 
computer printouts, magnetic storage media, punched cards, or stored inter- 
nally in the memory of the computer. 


(2) “Intellectual property” means data, including computer program. 


(3) “Computer program” means an ordered set of data representing 
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coded instructions or statements that, when executed by a computer, cause 
the computer to process data. 


(4) “Computer” means an electronic device which performs logical, 
arithmetic, and memory functions by manipulations of electronic or mag- 
netic impulses, and includes all input, output, processing, storage, computer 
software, or communication facilities which are connected or related to the 
computer in a computer system or computer network. 


(5) “Computer software” means a set of computer programs, proce- 
dures, and associated documentation concerned with the operation of a 
computer system. 


(6) “Computer system” means a set of related, connected or uncon- 
nected, computer equipment, devices, or computer software. 


(7) “Computer network” means a set of related, remotely connected de- 
vices and communication facilities, including more than one computer sys- 
tem, with capability to transmit data among them through communication 
facilities. 


(8) “Computer system services” means the utilization of a computer, 
computer system, or computer network to assist an individual or entity with 
the performance of a particular lawful function which that individual or en- 
tity has been given the right, duty, and power, together with the responsi- 
bility, to perform. 


(9) “Property” means anything of value as defined by law, and includes 
financial instruments, information, including electronically produced data 
and computer software and computer programs in either machine or human 
readable form, and any other tangible or intangible items of value. 


(10) “Financial instrument” includes any check, draft, warrant, money 
order, note, certificate of deposit, letter of credit, bill of exchange, credit or 
debit card, transaction authorization mechanism, marketable security, or 
any computer system representation thereof. 


Section 3. (a) Whoever willfully, knowingly, and without authorization 
modifies data, computer programs, or supporting documentation residing or 
existing internal or external to a computer, computer system, or computer 
network commits an offense against intellectual property. 


(b) Whoever willfully, knowingly, and without authorization destroys 
data, computer programs, or supporting documentation residing or existing 
internal or external to a computer, computer system, or computer network 
commits an offense against intellectual property. 


(c) Whoever willfully, knowingly, and without authorization discloses, 
uses, or takes data, computer programs, or supporting documentation resid- 
ing or existing internal or external to a computer, computer system, or com- 
puter network commits an offense against intellectual property. 


(d) (1) Except as otherwise provided in this subsection, an offense 
against intellectual property is a Class A misdemeanor, punishable as pro- 
vided by law. 


(2) If the offense is committed for the purpose of devising or executing 
any scheme or artifice to defraud or to obtain any property, then the of- 
fender is guilty of a Class C felony, punishable as provided by law. 


(3) If the damage to such intellectual property is $2,500.00 or greater, 
or if there is an interruption of impairment of governmental operation or 
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public communication, transportation, or supply of water, gas, or other pub- 
lic or utility service, then the offender is guilty of a Class B felony, punish- 
able as provided by law. 


Section 4. (a) (1) Whoever willfully, knowingly, and without authori- 
zation modifies equipment or supplies that are used or intended to be used 
in a computer, computer system, or computer network commits an offense 
against computer equipment or supplies. 


(2) (i) Except as provided in this paragraph, an offense against com- 
puter equipment or supplies as provided in Section 4 (a) (1) is a Class A 
misdemeanor, punishable as provided by law. 


(ii) If the offense is committed for the purpose of devising or executing 
any scheme or artifice to defraud or to obtain any property, then the of- 
fender is guilty of a Class C felony, punishable as provided by law. 


(b) (1) Whoever willfully, knowingly, and without authorization de- 
stroys, uses, takes, injures, or damages equipment or supplies used or in- 
tended to be used in a computer, computer system, or computer network, or 
whoever willfully, knowingly, and without authorization destroys, injures, 
takes, or damages any computer, computer system, or computer network 
commits an offense against computer equipment and supplies. 


(2) (i) Except as provided in this paragraph, an offense against com- 
puter equipment or supplies as provided in Section 4 (b) (1) is a Class A 
misdemeanor, punishable as provided by law. 


(ii) If the damage to such computer equipment or supplies or to the 
computer, computer system, or computer network is $2,500.00 or greater, or 
if there is an interruption or impairment of governmental operation or pub- 
lic communication, transportation, or supply of water, gas, or other public 
utility service, then the offender is guilty of a Class B felony, punishable as 
provided by law. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

any time exceed the sum of 

(1) Any uncommitted or unencumbered moneys then appropriated to 


the authority by the legislature, and 


(2) Any uncommitted or unencumbered proceeds of bonds available or 
to become available from bonds then authorized by the authority and ap- 
proved by the Governor pursuant to section 33-16-12. 


No contract invelving-which is subject to the foregoing restriction and 
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which involves the expenditure of money, whether now or later, shall be

thereof, or by one or more contractors selected by the United States, or an 
agency thereof.

restrictions inclu ing, without limitation, the requirements with respect to 


competitive bidding) set forth in the two immediately preceding paragraphs 
of this section.

WHEREAS, the United States Supreme Court, in Community Commu- 
nications v. City of Boulder, 455 U.S. 40 (1982), held that the Parker Doc- 
trine did not automatically give local governments immunity from federal 
antitrust liability; and 


WHEREAS, until the Boulder decision and other recent court decisions 
it had been assumed that the Parker Doctrine applied to local as well as to 
state government; and 


WHEREAS, the Boulder decision has exposed local governments to lit- 
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igation in many of their regulatory, planning, franchising and other day-to- 
ay activities; and 


WHEREAS, federal antitrust law suits are being filed in ever-increas- 
ing numbers against municipalities as a result of the Boulder decision; and 


WHEREAS, claims for monetary relief seeking hundreds of millions of

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 36-27-23 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


§ 36-27-23. 


“(a) The general administration and responsibility for the proper oper- 
ation of the retirement system and for making effective the provisions of 
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this article are hereby vested in a board of trustees which shall be known as 
the board of control. 


“(b) The board shall consist of ten trustees as follows: 
“(1) The governor, ex officio, who shall be chairman. 
“(2) The state treasurer, ex officio. 

“(3) The state personne! director, ex officio. 

“(4) The director of finance, ex officio. 


“(5) Three members of the retirement system, to be appointed by the 
governor, no two of whom shall be from the same department of the state 
government nor from any department of which an ex officio trustee is the 
head. The terms of office of the three members appointed by the governor 
pall begin immediately after they have qualified and taken the oath of 
office. 


“(6) Two members of the state employees’ retirement system who shall 
be elected by a majority vote of the participating full-time state employees 
who are members of the said system. For their original terms, one shall 
serve for a two-year term and one shall serve for a three-year term. Thereaf- 
ter, their successors each shall serve for a four year term. 


“a, During the month of July 1980, employees desiring to serve shall file 
with the state comptroller notice of their intent to run for the position. The 
comptroller shall cause to be prepared ballots for distribution to all state 
employees with their paychecks during the first pay period of August 1980. 
Each state payroll clerk within one week shall collect the executed ballots 
and return them to the comptrollers who shall forthwith tabulate the ballots 
and announce the results. A printout of the tabulation along with the bal- 
lots shall within three days be delivered by the comptroller to the secretary 
of state, who shall preserve the ballots and the printout for three months. 


“b. At the expiration of terms of office of the respective original trust- 
ees elected under this subdivision (6), and every four years thereafter, their 
successors shall be elected in the same manner as provided by paragraph a. 
of this subdivision. 


“(7) One member from the ranks of the retired state employees and one 
member from the ranks of retired employees of a city, a county, or a public 
agency whe each of whom is an active beneficiary of the system shall be 
ssc by a majority vote of the participating retired beneficiaries of the 
said system. The retired state employee member shall serve for a four-year 
term beginning October 1, 1984, and the member who is a retired employee 
of a city, a county or a public agency shall serve for a three-year term be 

innin October 1, 1984 provide after the expiration date of the initial terms 
rovided in this subdivision each term shall be for a period of three years. 

“The retired members shall be elected in a statewide ballot conducted 
by the secretary-treasurer under rules promulgated by the board of control. 


The board of directors of the Alabama retired state employees association 
shall submit no more than two nominations for each atired member posi- 
tion. The board of control shall determine the procedure for selectin addi: 
tional candidates. Such ballots shall be conducted prior to October 1, 1984 


and each applicable year thereafter in order that the trustees can take his 
office by that date October 1, next following such election. 

“(c) If a vacancy occurs in the office of a trustee, the vacancy shail be 
filled for the unexpired term in the same manner as the office was previous- 
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ly filled, except that of the trustees elected under subdivision (7) of subsec- 
tion (b). In that event the vacancy for the unexpired term shall be filled by 
an appointment by the board of control of the employees’ retirement system 
from a list of three retired employees furnished him by the board of direc- 
tors of the Alabama retired state employees’ association. 


“(d) The trustees shall serve without compensation for their services as 
trustees, but they shall be reimbursed from the expense fund for all neces- 
sary expenses that they may incur through service on the board of control. 


“(e) Each trustee shall, within 10 days after his appointment, take an 
oath of office that, so far as it devolves upon him, he will diligently and 
honestly administer the affairs of the board of control and that he will not 
knowingly violate or willingly permit to be violated any of the provisions of 
law applicable to the retirement system. Such oath shall be subscribed to by 
the member making it, certified by the officer before whom it is taken and 
immediately filed in the office of the secretary of state. 


“‘(f) Each trustee shall be entitled. to one vote in the board of control. 
Four votes in favor of any decision shall be necessary for a decision by the 
trustees at any meeting of said board. 


“(g) Subject to the limitations of this article, the board of control shall, 
from time to time, established rules and regulations for the administration 
of the funds created by this article and for the transaction of its business. 


“(h) The board of control, by a majority vote of ali its members, shall 
elect a secretary-treasurer who shall serve as the chief executive officer of 
the retirement system. The board of control shall engage such actuarial and 
other special services as shall be required to transact the business of the 
retirement system. The compensation of all persons engaged by the board, 
with the exception of clerical employees who shall be employed under the 
provisions of the Merit System Act, and all other expenses of the board 
necessary for the operation of the retirement system shall be paid at such 
rates and in such amounts as the board shall approve. 


“(i) The board of control shall keep in convenient form such data as 
shall be necessary for actuarial valuation of the various funds of the retire- 
ment system and for checking the experience of the system. 


“(j) The board of control shall keep a record of all its proceedings 
which shall be open to public inspection. It shall publish annually a report 
showing the fiscal transactions of the retirement system for the preceding 
year, the amount of the accumulated cash and securities of the system and 
the last balance sheet showing the financial condition of the system by 
means of an actuarial valuation of the assets and liabilities of the retirement 
system. 


“(k) The attorney general of the state shall be the legal adviser of the 
board of control. 


“(l) The board of contro] shall designate a medical board to be com- 
posed of three physicians not eligible to participate in the retirement sys- 
tem. If required, other physicians may be employed to report on special 
cases. The medical board shall arrange for and pass upon all medical exami- 
nations required under the provisions of this chapter and shall investigate 
all essential statements and certificates by or on behalf of a member in con- 
nection with an application for disability retirement and shall report in 
writing to the board. of control its conclusions and recommendations upon 
all matters referred to it. 
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“(m) The board of control shall designate an actuary who shall be the 
technical adviser of the board of control on matters regarding the operation 
of the funds created by the provisions of this article and shall perform such 
other duties as are required in connection therewith. 


“(n) Immediately after the establishment of the retirement system the 
actuary shall make such investigation of the mortality, services and com- 
pensation experience of the members of the system as he shall recommend 
and the board of control shall authorize, and, on the basis of such investiga- 
tion, he shall recommend for adoption by the board of control such tables 
and such rates as are required in subsection (0) of this section. The board of 
control shall adopt tables and certify rates and, as soon as practicable there- 
after, the actuary shall make a valuation based on such tables and rates of 
the assets and liabilities of the funds created by this article. 


“(o) In 1948, and at least once in each five-year period thereafter, the 
actuary shall make an acturial investigation into mortality, service and com- 
pensation experience of the members and beneficiaries of the retirement 
system and shall make a valuation of the assets and liabilities of the funds 
of the system and, taking into account the results of such investigation and 
valuation, the board of control shall adopt for the retirement system such 
mortality, service and other tables as shall be deemed necessary and certify 
the cag on contribution payable by the state under the provisions of this 
article. 


“(p) On the basis of such tables as the board of control shall adopt, the 
actuary shall make an annual valuation of the assets and liabilities of the 
funds of the system created by this article.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

The Department of Pensions and Security of the State of 
Alabama, including the State and County Departments of Pensions and 
Security. 


Obligor. Any person owing a duty to support. 


Support. Support of a minor child or children and spousal support 
when such spousal support is included in the same order as child support. 


Section 2. The provision of Section 30-4-59, 30-4-92, and 38-10-8, 
Code of Alabama 1975, and any other provisions of law to the contrary not- 
withstanding, in any case where the Department has been subrogated to the 
rights of a child or other person to collect and receive support payments 
from an obligor, including but not necessarily limited to those instances in 
which the child or other person is receiving Aid to Dependent Children, Aid 
to Families with Dependant Children, or has otherwise made application for 
collection services through the Department as authorized under Title IV-D 
of the Social Security Act and amendments thereto, the trial courts of this 
State may, when ordering or otherwise enforcing the obligation of support, 
order that such support payments be made directly to the Department or 
the Department’s designee. Provided, further, the court of this State may 
direct that support payments, as set forth in this section, which are ordered 
by the courts of responding states in reciprocal non-support cases be di- 
rectly made to and collected by the Department or its designee. 


Section 3. All support payments covered by the provisions of this Act 
shall, after payment has been made to the Department or its designee, be 
distributed in accordance with requirements of the Social Security Act and 
amendments thereto and such other rules as may be promulgated by the 
Department. 


Section 4. The State Department shall specify and provide the court 
with the address(es) and/or location(s) where payments are to be received 
by the Department or its designee. 


Section 5. The Department shall not designate the clerk or register of 
the court, the district attorney, or any other party as the entity to which 
support payments are to be made unless there is a written agreement be- 
tween the Department and designee providing for same. Said agreement be- 
tween the designee and the Department may be terminated on sixty days 
written notice from the designee or the Department, except as hereinafter 
provided in this section. Provided, further, in any county of the State in 
which the support collections covered by the provisions of this Act are, at 
the time at the passage of this Act, being collected by an office or agency 
whose employees are not under the direct supervision of the Department, 
the district attorney or the clerk of the circuit or district court and who are

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any portion of 
this Act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such declaration shall not affect the remaining portions of this Act.

To provide an additional or alternative remedy to the Reciprocal State 
Enforcement of Duty to Support law, Code of Alabama 1975, §§ 30-4-80 
through 30-4-98, for the benefit of any person owed the duty of support 
where said duty arises pursuant to a foreign support order or decree as de- 
fined in this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Purpose of Act. The purpose of this Act is to provide an 
additional or alternative remedy to any other remedy provided by law for 
the enforcement of a duty of support where said duty arises pursuant to a 
foreign support order as defined in this Act. 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this Act, the following terms shall 
have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


(a) “State.” Such term includes any state or political subdivision 
thereof, territory or possession of the United States, the District of Colum- 
bia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, and any foreign jurisdiction in 
which this or a similar reciprocal law has been enacted. 


(b) “Foreign Support Order.” Any judgment, decree or order of support 
in favor of an obligee whether temporary or final, or subject to modification, 
revocation, or remission, regardless of the kind of action or proceeding in 
which it is entered, which was not rendered in the State of Alabama but for 
which ratification is sought in this State. 


(c) “Court.” A circuit or district court of this State in which a support 
order of a rendering state is ratified. 


(d) “Rendering State.” The state in which a support order is rendered 
or issued. 


(e) “Obligor.” Any person owing a duty of support or against whom a 
proceeding for the enforcement of duty of support or ratification of a sup- 
port order is commenced. 


(f) “Obligee.” A person including a state or political subdivision to 
whom a duty of support is owed or a person including a state or political 
subdivision that has commenced a proceeding for enforcement of an alleged 
duty of support or for ratification of a support order. It is immaterial if the 
person to whom a duty of support is owed is a recipient of public assistance. 


(g) “Support.” Child support and spousal support. 


(h) “Ratification.” The adoption and confirmation by a court of this 
state of a foreign support order. 
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Section 3. Ratification. The obligee may petition for ratification of a 
support order in a court of this State in the manner, with the effect, and for 
the purposes herein provided. 


Section 4. Official to Represent Obligee. If this State is acting either 
as a rendering or a ratifying state, the prosecuting attorney, upon the re- 
quest of the court or the Department of Pensions and Security, may re- 
present the obligee in proceedings under this section. If the prosecuting at- 
torney neglects or refuses to represent the obligee, the Department of 
Pensions and Security may undertake to provide legal representation for 
said obligee. If the prosecuting attorney or the Department of Pensions and 
Security does not provide legal representation to the obligee, the obligee 
may obtain his own attorney. 


Section 5. Filing Requirements. An obligee seeking to ratify and en- 
force a foreign support order in a court of this State shail file with the court 
the following documents: 


(a) A petition seeking ratification and enforcement of the foreign sup- 
port order and, where applicable, seeking payment of any past due support 
that may have accrued under the foreign support order; 


(b) Three (3) certified copies of the original support order with all mod- 
ifications thereof: 


(c) A copy of any official payment record as may be maintained in the 
rendering state which would support any claim of past due support owed by 
the obligor; and 


(d) A sworn affidavit of the obligee showing the post office address of 
the obligee, the last known place of residence and post office address of the 
obligor, the amount of support remaining unpaid, and a list of any other 
states or localities in which the support order is registered or ratified. 


Section 6. Ratification; Notice; Enforcement Procedure. 


(a) Upon receipt of the documents specified in Section 5 above and 
payment of the appropriate filing fee as prescribed by law, the clerk of the 
court shall docket the case and forthwith issue to the obligor a copy of the 
petition and accompanying documents in accordance with Rule 4 and/or 
Rule 4.1 of the Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure at the address given in 
the obligee’s affidavit. 


(b) Upon service of the petition on the obligor, said obligor shall be 
entitled to file any objections, denials, or pleadings contesting ratification 
and enforcement of said foreign support order within thirty (30) days from 
the date of service. 


(c) Upon filing of said objections or other pleadings to vacate ratifica- 
tion, the court shall set for a hearing the issues set out in the obligee’s peti- 
tion and the obligor’s answer. If the obligor shows that an appeal from the 
foreign support order is pending in the rendering state or the time for said 
appeal has not expired or that a stay of execution has been granted by said 
rendering state, the court shall deny the obligee’s petition. Otherwise, the 
court shall ratify the foreign support order. 


(d) Upon ratification by the court of the foreign support order the order 
shall have the same effect and be subject to the same procedures, defenses, 
and proceedings for reopening, modifying, vacating, or staying as a support 
order of this state and may be enforced and satisfied in like manner. It is 
intended that presently owing and/or past due support obligations under 
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foreign support orders may be enforced at the same proceeding as that pro- 
vided for the ratification of the foreign support order. 


(e) In the event that the court ratifies the foreign support order and 
determines that support payments are past due, the court shall issue a judg- 
ment for a sum certain in the amount of the past due payments due the 
obligee. Said judgment shall have the same effect and be subject to the 
same procedures as any judgment entered by any court of this state. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 3. That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, that 
amounts herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts 
heretofore provided or appropriated by law for such purposes.

Section 4. That any surplus remaining in any appropriation herein made 
from the State General Fund to any office, department, bureau, board, com- 
mission, or agency may be transferred, on order of the Governor, to any 
other appropriation herein made from the State General Fund when such 
appropriation to any office, department, bureau, board, commission, or 
agency is insufficient to pay salaries in that office, department, bureau, 
board, commission, or agency. 


Section 5. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, grants, con- 
tributions, appropriations, entitlements or any other funds, in excess of the 
amount carried in the bill, including grants by the Congress of the United 
States, municipalities or counties, to any department, division, board, bu- 
reau, commission, agency, institution, office or officer of the State of Ala- 
bama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same are recurring, are 
reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, commission, 
agency, institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or pur- 
poses for which the grant or contribution was or shall be made.

That each Department of the State funded through the 
provisions of this budget shall provide an equal opportunity for employ- 
ment and business opportunities for all citizens of this state without regard 
to sex or race.

S. 244. To provide that support may be ordered paid directly to the 
Department of Pensions and Security or its designee in any case where the 
Department has been subrogated to the rights of a child or other person to 
collect and receive support payments from the obligor, including but not 
necessarily limited to those instances in which the child or other person is 
receiving Aid to Dependent Children, Aid to Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren or has otherwise made application for collection services through the 
Department pursuant to Title IV-D of the Social Security Act and amend-

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 222 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


This bill proposes a constitutional amendment relating to state income 
taxes. It increases the maximum rate of state income taxes from five percent 
to six percent and preserves the deductibility of federal income taxes as 
provided in existing law, and further provides for the use of the proceeds of 
such taxes. 
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Be It Enacted By the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Proposed Constitutional Amendment. The following 
amendment to the Constitution of Alabama is proposed, and shall become 
valid as a part thereof when approved and proclaimed as prescribed by law: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


The Legislature shall have power to levy and provide for the collection 
of state taxes on net income of corporations and individuals, from whatever 
source derived, for the calendar year 1985, or for any fiscal year beginning 
in the calendar year 1985, and each calendar year or fiscal year thereafter, 
at a rate not exceeding 6%. The revenue from the taxes herein authorized 
shall be used: (1) to replace the revenue lost to the several funds of the state 
by reason of the exemption of homesteads from the state ad valorem tax, 
and (2) the residue shall be placed in the state treasury to the credit of the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund to be used for public education 
purposes. A resident individual or a corporation organized under the law of 
this state shall be allowed to deduct from gross income the amount of fed- 
eral income tax paid or accrued within the taxable year. A nonresident indi- 
vidual or foreign corporation shall be allowed to deduct only that amount of 
federal income tax paid or accrued in the taxable year on income received 
from sources within the state, to be determined in accordance with such 
laws as the legislature may enact. Except as prohibited by this Constitution, 
the Legislature, in enacting laws taxing income, may define income by refer- 
ence to provisions of the laws of the United States as they then exist or may 
prospectively be enacted, with such modification as may be prescribed by 
the law of this state.” 


Section 2. Election Ordered; Date of Election. An election upon the 
proposed amendment is ordered to be held on September 25, 1984. The 
election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 
285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Sections 17-17-1 
through 17-17-6 of the Code of Alabama, 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of Election. Notice of the election and of the pro- 
posed amendment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which 
proclamation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the date appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county 
of the State. In every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of 
the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office. 


Section 4. Special Provisions Respecting Election Date. It is hereby 
expressly meow that no act or resolution hereafter enacted or adopted by 
the Legislature fixing or purporting to fix the date of election on any one or 
more proposed constitutional amendments (a) shall apply to the amend- 
ment hereinabove proposed, or (b) shall be construed to amend, alter or 
repeal in any way the provisions of Section 2 of this act, unless (i) specific 
reference to this act and the amendment hereinabove proposed is made in 
such subsequent act or resolution, and (ii) it appears unequivocally from the 
explicit provisions of such subsequent act or resolution that such act or res- 
olution is intended by the Legislature to fix an election date on the amend- 
ee hereinabove proposed other than the election date fixed in Section 2 
of this act.

vote an absentee ballot, provided he makes application in writing therefor 
not more than 60 nor less than five days prior to the election in which he 
desires to vote as authorized in this chapter. 


“(b) An applicant for an absentee ballot who is a member of the armed 
forces of the United States, including the Alabama National Guard, the 
United States naval reserves, the United States air force reserves and the 
United States military reserves on active duty training or an applicant who 
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is the wife of any member of the armed forces may make application for an 
absentee ballot by filling out the federal postcard application form, author- 
ized and provided for under the provisions of ‘The Federal Voting Assis- 
tance Act of 1955,’ Public Law 296, Chapter 656, H. R. 4048, approved Au- 
gust 9, 1955, 84th Congress Ist Session. 


7c) Such absentee voter once having applied for an absentee ballot, 
shall be entitled, on a blank ballot, to cast a write-in absentee ballot for the 
andidates of his or rimary runoff or gener.

eral election to the applicant by: a) forwarding it by United States mail to 
such person or (2) by handing the absentee ballot to the voter in person. 

“The official list of qualified voters herein referred to shall be furnished 
to the absentee election manager by the probate judge or other person pre- 
paring said list at least 21 days before the election. The absentee election 
manager shall underscore on such list the name of the voter and shall write 
immediately beside his name the word ‘absentee.’ He shail enroll the name, 
residence and polling place of the applicant, and the date the application 
was received on a list of absentee voters. The absentee election manager 
shall each day enter on said list the names, addresses and polling places of 
each voter who has that day applied for an absentee ballot and shall post a 
copy of the list of applications received each day on the regular bulletin 
board or other public place in the county courthouse. Such list shall be 
maintained in the office of the clerk or register for 60 days after the elec- 
tion, at which time it shall be filed with the probate judge. The absentee 
election manager shall also, before the polls open at any election, cause to 
be delivered to the election officers of each polling place a list showing the 
name and address of every person whose name appears on the official list of 
qualified electors for such polling place who applied for an absentee ballot 
in the election.

agency thereof; to provide that the notes, bonds and other obligations of 
any such corporation may be used for the investment of trusts and other 
fiduciary funds; to exempt from all taxation in the state the property, cor- 
porate activities, revenues and income of such corporation, such transaction 
or actions to which each such corporation is a party or in which it may be 
involved, and the notes, bonds and all other obligations of each such corpo- 
ration and the income from such notes, bonds and obligations; to exempt 
any such corporation from all laws of the state governing usury or prescrib- 
ing or limiting interest rates; to exempt any such corporation from all laws 
of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to be entered into by 
counties, municipalities or public corporations; to exempt all utility services 
agreements and other contracts relating to the design, construction, acquisi- 
tion, financing or operation of facilities financed by a corporation from all 
laws of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to be entered into 
by counties, municipalities or public corporations and all laws relating to 
the maximum duration of contracts for the sale of personal property and 
contractual services to counties, municipalities or public corporations; to 
provide for liberal construction of the provisions of this act; to confer upon 
any corporation organized under the provisions of this act the power of emi- 
nent domain; to exempt any corporation organized under the provisions cf 
this act from state supervision and control; to provide that any county, mu- 
nicipality or other political subdivision, agency or instrumentality of the 
state or any county or municipality may aid and cooperate with any such 
corporation, lend or donate money or perform services for the benefit 
thereof, and, without the necessity of an election, donate, sell, convey, 
transfer, lease or grant thereto any property of any kind; to authorize any 
county, municipality or other political subdivision, agency or instrumental- 
ity thereof and the Tannehill Furnace and Foundry Commission to enter 
into utility services agreements, for a term not exceeding forty (40) years, 
providing for the provision of utility services to such entity by a provider 
under circumstances in which the facilities for the provision of such utility 
services are financed, in whole or in part, by a corporation; to provide that 
such entity may unconditionally and absolutely obligate itself to make pay- 
ments pursuant to such utility services agreement irrespective of the per- 
formance of the facilities or the delivery of the pertinent utility services; to 
provide that a utility services agreement may provide that when more than 
one such entity shall be a party to such a utility services agreement and one 
such entity shall default in its obligations thereunder, then the other such 
entity or entities may be obligated to assume the payment obligations of 
such defaulting entity; to provide legal and equitable remedies for the 
breach of utility services agreements; to prohibit any city, county or instru- 
mentality of either thereof to enter into any utility services agreement or 
related agreements for the acquisition, construction, equipment or operation 
of any facilities unless the same shall have been approved by such entity 
after a public hearing following public notice; to provide that any such cor-

Mr. President: 


Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said Com- 
mittee, in session, has compared the following enrolled Senate Bill with the 
original Senate Bill, respectively, and finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 


S. 426. To make legislative findings regarding the need to provide ad- 
ditional methods of providing facilities employed in the provision of certain 
utility services, including water and sewer services, as well as the need for 
funds to finance such facilities; to define the particular terms used in the 
subsequent provisions of this act; to provide for and authorize the incorpo- 
ration by any county or municipality in the state of one or more public 
corporations and instrumentalities of the state, upon the filing of an appli- 
cation with, and the making of certain determinations by, the governing 
body of a county or municipality; to provide for and authorize the certifi- 
cate of incorporation of any such corporation to be amended at any time 
and from time to time upon the filing of applications with, and the making 
of certain determinations by, the governing body of such county or munici- 
pality; to provide for a board of directors of any such corporation and the 
election and removal of the members thereof; to authorize any such corpo- 
ration to acquire, construct, own, lease, make loans with respect to, operate,

involved, and the notes, bonds and all other obligations of each such corpo- 
ration and the income from such notes, bonds and obligations; to exempt 
any such corporation from all laws of the state governing usury or prescrib- 
ing or limiting interest rates; to exempt any such corporation from all laws 
of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to be entered into by 
counties, municipalities or public corporations; to exempt all utility services 
agreements and other contracts relating to the design, construction, acquisi- 
tion, financing or operation of facilities financed by a corporation from all 
laws of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to be entered into 
by counties, municipalities or public corporations and all laws relating to 
the maximum duration of contracts for the sale of personal property and 
contractual services to counties, municipalities or public corporations; to

Senator Mitchem offered the following substitute for the Bill, S. B. 
409, as amended, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR S. B. 409 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide school nurse positions for each school system through the 
State Department of Education. The school nurse program shall be subject 
to funding provided for in the State Education Appropriations Budget. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The legislature recognizes that the services of a school 
nurse are needed in every school system in the state. Identification and re- 
ferral of health related barriers to education is a primary responsibility of 
the nurse, thereby enabling the student to profit the most from his educa- 
tional experience. Therefore, the purpose of this act is to provide the school 
nurse as a vital support person to the educational program. 


Section 2. The state superintendent of education shall allocate one 
school nurse for every 5,000 students or part thereof in each school system. 
Provided however, if available funding is insufficient the superintendent 
shall implement this program and allocate school nurses to the extent possi- 
ble and without regard to said ratio. Provided further, the allocation of 
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school nurses to school systems having enrollments of less than one thou- 
sand students may be made without regard to said ratio. The appropriate 
role of the school nurse in the school health program includes management 
of health care, delivery of health services, advocate for health rights of chil- 
dren, counselor for health concerns of children, their families and staff, and 
educator for school/community health concerns. The school health program 
has three basic functions: provision of a safe and healthful environment, 
implementation of an on-going and effective health education curriculum 
and delivery of health services to students and staff. All school nurse posi- 
tions shall be Registered Nurse (R.N.) positions and be under the supervi- 
sion of the local Board of Education. The State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion shall promulgate necessary rules and regulations to administer the 
provisions of the act. 


Section 3. The State Board of Education shall employ a Coordinator 
of School Health Services, also an R.N., with a minimum of a baccalaureate 
degree, who shall provide supervision from the State level. The Coordinator 
shall annually recommend a plan for the allocation of school nurses to the 
State Superintendent of Education. 


Section 4. The School Nurse program provided for herein shall be- 
come effective at such time that funding for same is provided for in the 
State Education Appropriations Budget. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance and de- 
velopment of public education in Alabama and for debt service and capital 
improvements for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1985. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1985, and for 
the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 6, inclusive. For the 
purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are 
shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs is shown so as to 
include estimated sources of funds other than the appropriation made in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, 
“ASETF” shall mean Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be

D. PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND: 


For the Public School Fund all funds derived from the levy of the spe- 
cial annual tax of thirty cents on each one hundred dollars ($100) of taxable 
property in this State for the support and maintenance of the public schools 
and from other funds mentioned and enumerated in Sections 257, 258, and 
259 of the Constitution of Alabama 1901 and the amount appropriated from 
all other funds as is now provided by law, however, not more than four per- 
cent of all funds appropriated in this Section shall be used or expended 
otherwise than for the payment of teachers employed in such schools. There 
is hereby appropriatell thirty-seven million and seven hundred thousand 
dollars ($37,700,000) from the Public School Fund for the Minimum Pro- 
gram Fund to be expended under the Financial Assistance Program as 
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shown in subsection 3-A-7(a). If the Public School Fund receives more reve- 
nue than appropriated for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1985, the 
excess in revenue shall be carried over as a beginning balance for the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1985. 


SECTION 8. The State Superintendent of Education shall make req- 
uisition on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accor- 
dance with the law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or 
disbursement of any and all funds appropriates to the State Department of 
Education and/or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the 
Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this 
Act shall be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now pro- 
vided by law. 


SECTION 9. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal 
any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or 
eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, 
tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are 
now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The re- 
ceiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate ac- 
counts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will 
show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appro- 
priation. Further, all state, county and education entities are authorized to 
disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between 
said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said 
agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if neces- 
sary to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, 
rag Se expended through the fund established by the Code of Alabama 1975, 
Section 41-5-24. ae 


SECTION 10. All encumbered balances of all prior-year appropria- 
tions shall revert to the State Treasury at the end of the 1984-85 fiscal year 
and to the credit of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund or the 
Trust Fund from which the appropriation or appropriations were made. Ap- 
propriations for the purchase of land or the erection of buildings or new 
construction shall continue in force until the completion of the work for 
which such appropriations are made. 


SECTION 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any 
portion of any appropriation or appropriations herein made be held uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, such holding shall not affect any other section, para- 
graph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other appro- 
priation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made. 


SECTION 12. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1984.

STATEMENT BY PRESIDING OFFICER 


The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate stated that Tuesday, 
Senator Cabaniss raised a point of order regarding the Constitution of Ala- 
bama and the Senate Rules. On Tuesday, May 8, 1984, the Journal shows 
the following: Chair ruled that from now on, the Secretary of the Senate is 
instructed not to take committee reports from sign out sheets. 


The Chair interpreted Rule 57 as follows: Chair feels or thinks that 
Rule 57, when discussed on Tuesday, was clear. On a general bill, Chair 
stated he intends to enforce unequivocally this rule from here on out. Local 
bills may not be in the same class. Regarding local bills, Chair considered 
Rule 58. This rule states that the final vote of a committee must be re- 
corded on general bills but does not apply to local bills. Chair said that 
regarding local bills, the rules do not necessarily apply under Rule 58. In 
custom and practice, local bills have always been treated differently—the 
record shows that in the case of the Bill, H. B. 28, Senator Sanders and the 
Chairperson of the committee signed out the bill. There is enough of a ques- 
tion in the Chair’s mind about local bills so that he has a question about his 
ruling regarding local bills last Tuesday, May 8, 1984. Chair stated that on 
local bills, there is not a sign out sheet for them. 


Chair rules that his ruling of Tuesday, May 8, 1984, is going to be con- 
sistent for general bills, but there is enough of a question regarding local 
bills so that proceduraily it would be treating Senator Sanders differently. 
Senator Cabaniss’ point of order is not well taken regarding local bills. 


Chair stated that he would ask for a Sense of the Senate at the proper 
time and ask if the Senate wanted local bills to be treated the same as gen- 
eral bills and have sign out sheets.

WHEREAS, the continuing Select Joint Nuclear Energy Activities and 
Hazardous Chemical Toxic Waste Oversight Committee was created by Act 
No. 81-307 to oversee all facets of nuclear energy activities and hazardous 
waste with particular emphasis focused on low-level radioactive waste and 
hazardous chemical toxic waste disposal; and 


WHEREAS, recent attention placed on hazardous waste disposal in the 
State of Alabama has highlighted the need for a more intensive and thor- 
ough investigation of the problems of nuclear and hazardous chemical toxic 
waste disposal; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the continued Select Joint Nu- 
clear Energy Activities and Hazardous Chemical Toxic Waste Oversight 
Committee is enlarged in its membership to provide for two (2) additional 
members to be appointed from the House of Representatives to be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and three (3) addi- 
tional members to be appointed from the Senate to be appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor. A chairman and vice chairman of the committee shall 
be elected at the first meeting of the committee held in 1984, which shall be 
held no later than May 22, 1984. 


Upon the request of the Chairman, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be neces- 
sary for the committee’s work. 


Each member of the committee shall be entitled to his/her regular leg- 
islative compensation, his/her per diem and travel expenses for each day he/ 
she attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated to the use of the Legislature; provided, however, that members 
shall not receive additional legislative compensation or per diem when the 
Legislature is in session but they shall receive their travel expenses when 
travelling upon the business of the committee. 


This committee is charged with the responsibility of investigating all 
aspects of hazardous waste disposal in the State of Alabama. They are fur- 
ther charged with the responsibility of comparing these facilities with other 
like facilities throughout the country. The committee should seek expert 
testimony as it relates to hazardous waste disposal throughout the state and 
the nation. They should further determine whether fees and charges im- 
posed on said facilities are reasonable and should make any recommenda- 
tions that they deem appropriate for the health and safety for our citizens 
to the entire Legislature of Alabama.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 
Mr. President Pro Tem: 


The Speaker of the House having signed the following House Bill, 
your signature thereto is requested. 


H. 897. To authorize and make provision for the incorporation in the 
City of Ozark of the Ozark Downtown Redevelopment Authority for the 
purpose of promoting trade and commerce by inducing commercial enter- 
prises to upgrade, improve, modernize, and expand existing facilities and to 
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locate new facilities in the central business district of Ozark; to define the 
area of such central business district; to provide for the election and com- 
pensation of directors of any such Authority; to provide for the powers, au- 
thorities and duties of such Authority, its board of directors, and its officers; 
to authorize such Authority to acquire by purchase, construction, exchange, 
gift, lease or otherwise and to refinance existing indebtedness on, improve, 
maintain, equip and furnish land and buildings or other improvements 
thereon and all real and personal properties necessary in connection there- 
with whether or not now existing, suitable for use by any commercial enter- 
prise, provided that such property shall be located wholly within the Down- 
town Development Area herein defined; to authorize any such Authority to 
lease such properties to others; to authorize any such Authority to sell, ex- 
change, donate or convey and to grant options to any lessee to acquire such 
properties; to provide for the issuance by any such Authority for any of its 
corporate purposes of interest-bearing revenue bonds and other interest- 
bearing securities, payable solely out of the revenues and receipts derived 
from the leasing or sale of such properties; to provide that in certain cir- 
cumstances such securities shall constitute negotiable instruments; to pro- 
vide that such securities may be secured by a pledge of the revenues and 
receipts from which they are payable, by contracts binding any such Au- 
thority for the proper application of its revenues and receipts and of the 
proceeds of such securities, and by mortgages and deeds of trust and trust 
indentures on the property out of the revenues and receipts from which 
such securities are payable; to authorize the Authority to finance, construct, 
acquire, purchase, renovate, maintain, improve, sell, equip, operate or man- 
age projects; to apply for and use government or private financial assistance; 
to contract to use facilities or services of the federal, state or local govern- 
ments or allow them to use facilities or services of the Authority; to make 
loans to persons or entities for the costs of a project on such security and 
with such terms and conditions as the Authority deems appropriate; to pro- 
vide for the employment by any such Authority of such officers, employees, 
contractors, consultants and agents as its business may require; to provide 
for the taking out by any such Authority of various types of insurance; to 
require payments in lieu of taxes to be made to the Authority or the City; to 
receive the proceeds of municipal taxes levied for the Authority’s purposes; 
to promote revitalization of the Downtown Development Area and make 
plans and proposals therefor; to provide for the investment of funds of any 
such Authority; to provide for the use of the proceeds of any such securities 
issued by any such Authority; to provide for the refunding, by the issuance 
of such securities of any such Authority, of securities theretofore issued by 
it; to provide that such securities issued and contracts entered into by any 
such Authority pursuant to this act shall not constitute or create a debt of 
the state or of any county, municipality or political subdivision of the state; 
to make the securities issued by any such Authority eligible investments for 
various governmental bodies and fiduciaries; to provide that any such Au- 
thority may, in its discretion, publish a notice of the adoption of a resolu- 
tion authorizing the issuance of bonds by such Authority, and to provide 
that any action or proceeding questioning the validity of such bonds, or any 
pledge, mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture securing the same, or 
the proceedings authorizing the same, must be commenced within thirty 
(30) days after the first publication of said notice; to exempt the income of 
any such Authority, and all conveyances, leases, mortgages and deeds of 
trust to which any such Authority is a party, from all taxation in the state 
except for state ad valorem taxes; to exempt every such Authority from all 
license and excise taxes imposed in respect of the privilege of engaging in 
any of the activities in which an Authority may engage, except for state 
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sales and use taxes, and to exempt such Authority from payment of certain 
charges to Judges of Probate; to exempt every such Authority from all laws 
. of the State governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates; to ex- 
empt every such Authority from all laws of the state requiring competitive 
bids for contracts to be entered into by municipalities or public corpora- 
tions; to exempt every such Authority from the supervision and control of 
state agencies, in particular the State Department of Finance; to provide for 
the disposition of the earnings, if any, of any such Authority; to provide for 
the dissolution of any such Authority and the disposition of its property; to 
limit to one the number of such Authorities which may exist in any munici- 
pality at any one time; to give the Authority the power of eminent domain; 
and to authorize political subdivisions, agencies, instrumentalities and pub- 
lic corporations of the state to aid the Authority with loans or grants of 
money, the furnishing of services or the transfer of property to the Author- 
ity without any public election; to require the treasurer to obtain a fidelity 
bond equal to the amount of any public funds held by the Authority; to 
require compliance with the competitive bid law with respect to any 
projects receiving public funds; and to require a public hearing prior to the 
expenditure of any public funds.

WHEREAS, the current Legislature has adopted several bills studied 
by the Committee and will no doubt adopt several additional pieces of legis- 
lation which the Interim Committee recommended and there is a need to 
continue and complete the study begun by the said Interim Committee in- 
asmuch as many areas, which the Committee studied, require further study 
in depth and require positive recommendations to the Legislature from the

1. An assessment and study of the impact of reduced federal funds and 
the problems to municipalities created thereby; the study to suggest meth- 
ods whereby municipalities may continue furnishing services notwithstand- 
ing the reduction of federal assistance; the study also to include a review of 
the block grant delivery system of federal assistance. 


2. An assessment and analysis of the progress being made in Congress 
on anti-trust legislation designed to overcome the adverse decision of the 
U.S. Supreme Court in Community Communications Company, Inc. v. City 
of Boulder, Colorado. 


3. A study and assessment of the problems faced by municipalities be- 
cause of the mounting problems connected with sanitary sewage (waste 
water) disposal and a suggested avenue of meeting the tremendous expenses 
connected with such disposal; and a suggested funding mechanism to cover 
the cost of disposal. 


4. A study of hazardous waste disposal and suggested solutions of the 
problems created by hazardous wastes. 


5. A study of the infrastructure needs of Alabama towns and cities with 
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particular emphasis on the study of road and street systems and their main- 
tenance and repair. 


6. A review with recommendations, as to how municipalities can best 
improve the delivery of services of all types to their citizens. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee shall not consume 
more than forty-five (45) working days in performing its functions and that 
its report be finished in time for presentation of a preliminary report during 
the first week of the 1985 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature and a 
final report to be submitted during the 1985 Regular Session of the Ala- 
bama Legislature and that as far as practical that all meetings of the Com- 
mittee shall be held in the State Capitol and be opened to the public.

for appropriations to carry out the provisions of this act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as the Educa- 
tional Reform Act of 1984. 


Section 2. For purposes of this act, the following terms shall have the 
respective meanings ascribed to them by this section: 


(1) A.C.H.E. The Alabama commission on higher education. 


(2) BOARD OR BOARD OF EDUCATION. The state board of 
education. 


(3) COMMISSION. The governor’s educational reform commission cre- 
ated by this act. 


(4) CRITICAL NEEDS AREAS. Those curriculum and teaching areas 
where there is an urgent need for action. These areas include mathematics, 
science, computer education and other areas to be identified from time to 
time by the state board of education. 


(5) INSERVICE EDUCATION. The training of regularly certified ed- 
ucation professionals who hold positions in the public schools of the state. 


(6) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCIES. County and city boards of 
eeucation and the school systems over which these boards of education have 
authority. 


(7) PLAN FOR EXCELLENCE. A Plan for Excellence; Alabama’s 
Public Schools, a report to the Alabama State Board of Education, Gover- 
nor George C. Wallace, President and to the Legislature and People of Ala- 
bama dated January 12, 1984. 


(8) SUPERINTENDENT. The Alabama state superintendent of 
education. 


(9) PUBLIC EDUCATION. For purposes of this act, public education 
means kindergarten through the twelfth grade. 


Section 3. The legislature finds that a true need exists within the state 
for improving education. In furtherance of this goal, a “plan for excellence” 
and other reform reports have been submitted to the legislature and the 
governor, including therein numerous recommendations that we strongly 
endorse. It is the intent of the legislature to promote and support the gover- 
nor’s recommended program for improving education. It is further the in- 
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tent of the legislature that the elements of the governor’s program be imple- 
mented and that every effort be made to utilize appropriations provided 
herein and otherwise recommended for each of these areas. It shall be in- 
cumbent upon and the responsibility of each board of education, superin- 
tendent, principal and teacher to help provide the implementation of the 
program. 


Section 4. The governor’s program for improving education shall be 
implemented subject to sufficient appropriations as provided for herein or 
as provided for in any other Sppropaatoy legislation for public education 
in the state. Such program shall include, but not be limited to, the 
following: 


(1) Establishment of the governor’s educational reform commission; 


(2) Development of a comprehensive plan for improving courses in crit- 
ical needs areas;

(4) Provision for a scholarship loan program for undergraduate stu- 
dents enrolled in critical needs areas; 


(5) Establishment of a tuition grant program for presently certified 
teachers to add critical needs areas; 


_(6) Development of regional in-service education centers for teachers in 
critical needs areas. 


(7) Increase in teacher salaries; 

(8) Full statewide kindergarten program; 
(9) Replacement of school buses; 

(10) Library enhancement; 

(11) Burned-out schools program. 


Section 5. (a) There is hereby created the governor’s educational re- 
form commission. Such commission shall be composed of the governor, the 
state superintendent of education, the president of the Alabama parent- 
teacher association, the executive director of the Alabama education associ- 
ation, the executive director of the Alabama association of school boards, 
the executive director of the Alabama commission on higher education, the 
. president of the Alabama education association, the executive director of 
the Alabama council of school administrators and supervisors, the chancel- 
lor of post-secondary education, the president of the Alabama association of 
school boards, one member of the senate appointed by the governor, one 
member of the house of representatives appointed by the governor, and 
three members, of which at least two shall be Black, appointed by the gov- 
ernor, as hereinafter provided. Within 90 days after the passage of this act, 
the governor shall appoint the aforementioned three members to the com- 
mission.

Section 6. (a) The governor shall designate one member of the com- 
mission as the chairperson. Such chairperson shall call the meetings of the 
commission. 


(b) The commission may hold such meetings as it may deem necessary. 
The commission shall adopt rules for its organization in the conduct of its 
business. A majority of the members of the commission shall constitute a 
quorum at all its meetings. 


(c) Members of the commission shall receive the per diem and travel 
expenses allowed by law for state officers and employees while engaged in 
the performance of their duties. Provided, however, that members of the 
commission who are public educational employees of the state of Alabama 
shall not be eligible to receive the in-state travel, per diem and expense 
reimbursement from the appropriation herein made to the commission. 


(d) The commission is authorized to employ such staff as are necessary 
to assist the commission in performing the duties required by this act. The 
number of employees, their compensation and the other expenditures of the 
commission shall be within the limits and in compliance with the appropria- 
tion made therefor by the legislature and within budgets that shall be ap- 
proved from time to time by the commission. 


Section 7. The commission may study all levels of public education 
and shall monitor the incorporation of educational reform legislation into 
existing school programs. It shall also serve in an advisory capacity to the 
governor and the legislature in respect to all existing and future reform leg- 
islation and means of funding such programs. One year after the effective 
date of this act, and each year thereafter, the commission shall make an 
annual report to the governor and to the legislature; however, upon the re- 
quest of either the governor or legislature, reports may be made at any time. 
The commission shall be dissolved at the end of three years unless other- 
wise continued by resolution of the legislature. 


It is the express intent of the legislature that the commission not dupli- 
cate any responsibilities of the state board of education. 


Section 8. In addition but not limited to the powers and duties other- 
wise specified in this act, the commission shall have the following duties: 


(a) To study and make recommendations to the governor and the legis- 
lature concerning mechanisms for increasing financial support of public 
education; 


(b) To study and make recommendations to the governor and the legis- 
lature concerning the state funding formula, including consideration of in- 
centive plans to increase local support; 


(c) To study and make recommendations to the governor and legisla- 
ture concerning capital outlay needs of public education in the state; 


(d) To study and make recommendations to the governor and legisla- 
ture concerning the development of summer camp programs for public 
school students; 


(e) To study and present recommendations to the governor and legisla- 
ture concerning mathematics, science, and other critical needs areas; 


(f) To study and make recommendations to the governor and the legis- 
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lature concerning the development of a statewide system of teaching excel- 
lence awards; 


(g) To study and make recommendations to the governor and the legis- 
lature concerning the development of a statewide performance evaluation 
system for professional educators; 


(h) To study and make recommendations to the governor and the legis- 
lature concerning the Alabama tenure laws for education professionals in 
the public schools in this state; 


(i) To study and make recommendations to the governor and legislature 
concerning regional in-service education centers in existing institutions of 
higher education; and 


(j) To study and make recommendations to the governor and legislature 
concerning the development of a career ladder and. merit pay plan for all 
regularly certified education professionals in the public schools of this state. 
The commission shall recommend its program no later than the fifth legisla- 
tive day of the 1985 Regular Session. 


Section 9. (a) The state board of education shall develop and establish 
a comprehensive plan for improving courses in science, mathematics, com- 
puter education and other critical needs areas. In developing such plan, the 
superintendent shall consult with teacher organizations, school personnel, 
legislative leaders, the governor’s office, representatives from private indus- 
try, public and private higher education and from the fields of education, 
mathematics, science and computer education. Such program shall be di- 
vided into three phases with the first phase being introduced at the begin- 
ning of the 1985-1986 school year and another phase to begin each of the 
following two years. The entire program should be operative at the end of 
three years. 


(b) The comprehensive plan shall provide a framework for the prepara- 
tion and approval of programs, provide direction for program development 
and shall include the following provisions: 


(1) Identification of curricular goals and expected outcomes; 
(2) Preparation of instructional materials lists; 


(3) Development of descriptions and cost estimates for providing cur- 
ricular development, laboratories, equipment, supplies and facilities to im- 
plement programs for improvement in school systems or individual schools; 


(4) Development of recommended course content to satisfy the new re- 
quirements for high school graduation. Consideration shall be given to stu- 
dent goals and needs; 


(5) Development of a plan for continuous monitoring and evaluation of 
the programs, including classroom instructional needs as identified by 
teachers; and 


(6) Solicitation of proposals and funding those programs that meet high 
standards of excellence. 


Section 10. (a) Local school boards are hereby authorized, pursuant to 
rules and regulations established by the state board of education, to employ 
provisionally certified persons from business, industry or other areas or mil- 
itary retirees who have extensive preparation in mathematics, science, com- 
puter education and other critical needs areas for a period not to exceed one 
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year with a limit of three years total employment. Such persons may be 
employed provided: 


(1) They have at least a bachelor’s degree in the subject they are as- 
signed to teach; 


(2) There are no regularly certified teachers available to teach the 
course to be taught by these persons; and 


(3) They are evaluated regularly and offered proper guidance by their 
supervisors.

Section 11. There is hereby established a program for scholarship

state board of education. For the first year of the scholarship loan program, 
at least 80 percent of the funds awarded for such loans shall be awarded in 
the areas of mathematics, science and computer education.

Section 12. To be eligible for a scholarship loan, an applicant shall: 


(1) Be a full-time undergraduate student at the upper division level in a 
teacher education program approved by the board; 


(2) Have entered into an agreement with the state board of education 
to teach in the public schools of Alabama for three years following comple- 
tion of the teacher education requirements; and 


(3) Have a record of high performance in the area of certification. 


(4) Not be the recipient of proceeds available to resident students 
through the Alabama student grant program. 


Section 13. (a) Each scholarship loan shall be in an amount not to 
exceed $4,000 per annum and shall be for not more than two years. 


(b) Any scholarship loan extended under this act may be repaid to the 
Alabama commission on higher education in cash in full with interest from 
the date of completion of the teacher education program of studies at the 
prevailing rate charged recipients of non-need-based federal guaranteed stu- 
dent loans. Repayments in full must be completed within ten years of the 
completion of the program of studies. 


(c) The scholarship loan or any part thereof may be repaid by service in 
the teaching of mathematics, science, computer education and other pro- 
jected critical areas, as determined by the state board of education. Pay- 
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ment credit for one year of a scholarship loan shall be granted for each 
three school years of teaching in the public schools of the state. 


(d) Any scholarship loan recipient who fails to complete a program of 
study or who fails to teach in a public school of the state as required by this 
act shall repay all loan amounts immediately with interest calculated from 
the date of his withdrawal or removal at the prevailing rate charged recipi- 
ents of non-need-based federal guaranteed student loans. 


(e) Each recipient of a scholarship loan under the provisions of this act 
shall enter into an agreement with the Alabama commission on higher edu- 
cation whereby he agrees to teach mathematics, science, computer educa- 
tion or other critical subject areas as determined by the state board of edu- 
cation in the public schools of the state. Any breach of contract on the part 
of the recipient makes him immediately liable for the unpaid balance of his 
loan. The executive director of the Alabama commission on higher educa- 
tion shall require Alabama institutions of higher education to withhold the 
release of any records of a recipient who fails to satisfy his agreement with 
the Alabama commission on higher education. The attorney general or any 
district attorney, upon the request of the Alabama commission on higher 
education, shall institute proceedings in the name of the state for the pur- 
pose of recovering any amount due the state under the provisions of this 
act. In the event of death or total and permanent disability of the recipient 
to teach, repayment of the loan may be excused by the Alabama commis- 
sion on higher education. 


Section 14. The Alabama commission on higher education shall have 
the authority to make reasonable rules and regulations for implementing 
and carrying out the provisions of this act relating to the scholarship loan 
program. 


Section 15. The Alabama commission on higher education shall imple- 
ment a tuition grant program for certified teachers. Tuition grants in insti- 
tutions of higher education for adding mathematics, science, computer edu- 
cation or other critical needs areas to their certificates shall be provided to 
able teachers certified in subject areas not designated critical needs areas. 
The Alabama commission on higher education shall adopt rules to imple- 
ment the mathematics, science, computer education or other critical needs 
areas tuition reimbursement program. Any full-time regularly certified pub- 
lic school teacher in Alabama shall be eligible for this program. Tuition re- 
imbursement shall be limited to courses in mathematics, science, computer 
education or other critical areas as determined by the board. Such courses 
shall be graduate level courses leading to a new certification area or ap- 
proved undergraduate courses leading to a new certification area. Partici- 
pants may receive tuition reimbursements not to exceed 36 semester or 54 
quarter hours in an approved teacher education program in Alabama; such 
reimbursement shall not exceed $4,000 per annum.

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as the Educa- 
tional Reform Act of 1984. 


Section 2. For purposes of this act, the following terms shall have the 
respective meanings ascribed to them by this section: 


(1) A.C.H.E. The Alabama commission on higher education. 


(2) BOARD OR BOARD OF EDUCATION. The state board of 
education. 


(3) COMMISSION. The governor’s educational reform commission cre- 
ated by this act. 


(4) CRITICAL NEEDS AREAS. Those curriculum and teaching areas 
where there is an urgent need for action. These areas include mathematics, 
science, computer education and other areas to be identified from time to 
time by the state board of education. 


The training of regularly certified ed- 
ucation professionals who hold positions in the public schools of the state. 


(6) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCIES. County and city boards of 
eiiesten and the school systems over which these boards of education have 
authority. 


(7) PLAN FOR EXCELLENCE. A Plan for Excellence; Alabama’s 
Public Schools, a report to the Alabama State Board of Education, Gover- 
nor George C. Wallace, President and to the Legislature and People of Ala- 
bama dated January 12, 1984. 


(8) SUPERINTENDENT. The Alabama state superintendent of 
education. 


(9) PUBLIC EDUCATION. For purposes of this act, public education 
means kindergarten through the twelfth grade. 


Section 3. The legislature finds that a true need exists within the state 
for improving education. In furtherance of this goal, a “plan for excellence” 
and other reform reports have been submitted to the legislature and the 
governor, including therein numerous recommendations that we strongly 
endorse. It is the intent of the legislature to promote and support the gover- 
nor’s recommended program for improving education. It is further the in- 
tent of the legislature that the elements of the governor’s program be imple- 
mented and that every effort be made to utilize appropriations provided 
herein and otherwise recommended for each of these areas.

Section 5. (a) There is hereby created the governor’s educational re- 
form commission. Such commission shall be composed of the governor, the 
state superintendent of education, the president of the Alabama parent- 
teacher association, the executive director of the Alabama education associ- 
ation, the executive director of the Alabama association of school boards, 
the executive director of the Alabama commission on higher education, the

Section 17. There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama special 
educational trust fund for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1984, to the 
Alabama commission on higher education the sum of $1,000,000 to fund the 
provisions of Sections 11 through 16 of this act. All moneys shall remain in 
the Alabama special educational trust fund until obligations have been in- 
curred under the provisions of Sections 11 through 16 hereof. 


Section 18. (a) A comprehensive plan shall be established by the gov- 
ernor’s educational reform commission and implemented for the develop- 
ment and location of in-service education centers for the purpose of provid- 
ing rigorous in-service training in critical needs areas for the state’s public 
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school personnel. These in-service centers shall not replace the plan for in- 
service education which the state department of education adopted by reso- 
lution on June 14, 1978. The in-service centers established pursuant to this 
act shall be located in existing institutions of higher education located in 
strategic areas of the state as recommended by the commission and ap- 
proved by the governor. Institutions of higher education where such in-ser- 
vice centers may be located shall have resident faculty members in educa- 
tion and the academic areas taught in the public schools. 


(b) In addition, the commission may contract with individuals or insti- 
tutions to provide approved in-service training as defined in this section. 


(c) A governing board shall be organized for each in-service center. The 
governing board of each center shall include representatives from the state 
department of education, teachers and administrators from the local school 
systems and the institution of higher education where the center is located. 
Such governing board shall, in cooperation with the staff of the state de- 
partment of education, determine policy, programs and hours of operation 
of the particular in-service center. 


(d) The in-service centers provided for in this section shall: 


(1) Provide a number of days’ training each year, usually in the sum- 
mer, for instructional personnel in critical needs areas; 


(2) Be open at a specified time during the year for use; 
(3) Provide specialized help to instructional personnel; 
(4) Have a director named from the local institution’s faculty; and 


(5) Serve as a data-gathering center for research in areas of public edu- 
cation. Local university, college or community college personnel shall be uti- 
lized to conduct the research. 


(e) Each local school system shall affiliate with the in-service center in 
its region and shall participate in the planning of written programs for pub- 
lic school personnel in the area. 


(f) All in-service centers shall be fully operative by July 1, 1985. 


(g) To carry out the provisions of Section 18 of this act, there is hereby 
appropriated from the Alabama special educational trust fund the sum of 
$500,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1985. 


Section 19. Local education agencies shall establish with each regu- 
larly certified professional a contract of employment which is no less than 
185 days in length, subject to sufficient legislative appropriations over and 
Beyond. any cost-of-living raise provided by the legislature. No less than five 
days of the 185 contract days shall be used for in-service and professional 
development activities. 


Section 20. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 21. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed, and Section 16-23-19, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
specifically repealed. 


Section 22. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 19. There is hereby appropriated $5,000,000 from the Special 
Educational Trust Fund to be allocated to selected local city and county 
boards of education for the purpose of establishing pilot career ladder plans 
for compensating professional education employees. The state department 
of education shall develop general guidelines, criteria and an allocation 
formula for implementation of local plans to be implemented during the 
1984-85 school year. The state department of education shall select eight (8) 
local boards of education representative of various sizes and types of school 
districts which have demonstrated interest in establishing career ladder in- 
centive pay plans for professional employees. School boards selected for this 
pilot program shall represent a cross section of socio-economic, ethnic and 
cee ee backgrounds. Within the parameters of the state plan, selected 
local boards of education shall develop proposals for iocal career ladder 
plans and forward same to the state department of education.

In preparing the local career ladder plan, each local school board shall ap- 
propriately involve each class of professional employees. Career ladder in- 
centives shall be available to all professional education employees within 
the school district which elects to operate such programs. In order to receive 
additional compensation under the career ladder plan, professional employ- 
ees must meet minimum qualifications and standards specified in the ap- 
proved plan, which shall include both performance evaluations and the 
achievement of measurable, objective standards. In the event more profes- 
sional education employees qualify for career ladder financial incentives 
than the local school board can finance from its allocation for this program, 
the local school board shall have no obligation to pay additional amounts 
beyond its normal salary schedule. However, the local school board shall in 
such instance notify the state department of education and provide docu- 
mentation of the additional funds needed to recognize all employees who 
properly qualify for career ladder incentives. Such requests shall be in- 
cluded in the state department of education’s next budget request to the 
governor and the legislature.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 
Mr. President: 


The Speaker of the House having signed the following House Bill, your 
signature thereto is requested. 


H. 901. To make provision for the financing and acquisition, con- 
struction, equipment and improvement from time to time of docks facilities 
in the state and to finance such acquisition, construction, equipment and 
improvement by the issuance of revenue bonds of the Alabama State Docks 
Department when the Department, with the approval of the governor, shall 
determine that the issuance of such bonds is necessary for payment of the 
costs of acquiring, constructing, equipping and improving docks facilities 
operated or to be operated by the said Department; to authorize Alabama 
State Docks Department, with the approval of the Governor, to sell and 
issue from time to time its revenue bonds in such aggregate principal 
amount as said Department, with the approval of the Governor, may deem 
advisable for such purposes; to provide that certain bonds issued by the 
Industrial Development Board of the City of Mobile, Alabama, certain 
bonds issued by the State, and bonds at any time issued by Alabama State 
Docks Department or any of them, and at the time outstanding, and the 
interest thereon may be refunded through the issuance by the Department 
of refunding bonds; to provide that proceeds of the bonds issued under this 
Act may be used to purchase property owned by the Industrial Develop- 
ment Board of the City of Mobile, Alabama, and leased to Alabama State 
Docks Department and to prepay said Department’s lease obligations to 
said Board; to provide that the Department shall determine the manner, 
terms and conditions of the sale or sales of the bonds authorized to be is- 
sued under this Act, and to make provisions respecting such sale or sales 
and the application of the proceeds from the sale or sales thereof; to provide 
for the method of execution of said bonds and other details pertaining 
thereto; to provide that bonds issued under this Act shall not create an obli- 
gation or debt of the State and shall be limited obligations payable solely 
out of the revenues of the Department pledged in this Act; to provide that 
the bonds authorized to be issued under this Act and the income therefrom 
shall be exempt from taxation; to provide that said bonds may be used to 
secure deposits of funds of the State and its instrumentalities and agencies 
and shall be lawful for the investment of trust funds; to provide for the use 
of the proceeds of said bonds; to provide for the defeasance of said bonds; 
to authorize the Department to continue to collect all charges and other fees 
presently imposed and collected by the Department; to pledge funds neces- 
sary to pay the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on said bonds; to 
authorize the Department to pledge for payment of the said principal of, 
premium, if any, and interest on said bonds the moneys pledged in this Act 
for that purpose; to preserve outstanding appropriations, pledges and cove- 
nants made by the State or the Department; to authorize the Department 
to covenant to maintain its charges and other fees; to authorize the estab- 
lishment of a special debt service account to be held by the State Treasurer 
and used to pay debt service on bonds to be issued under this Act out of 
moneys paid into such account by the Department; to permit reserve funds 
for the benefit of outstanding bonds to be used by the Department to pro- 
vide additions to docks facilities; to provide that if any portion of this Act is 
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held invalid such holding shall not affect the validity of any other portion 
hereof; and to specify the effective date of this Act.

AN ACT 


Relating to Limestone County; to provide for appointment of a county 
license commissioner by the county commission in lieu of the county license 
commission authorized by Act No. 746, H. 757 of the 1978 Regular Session 
(Acts 1978, p. 1089); to prescribe the duties, compensation and term of such 
commissioner; to provide that such commissioner shall perform certain du- 
ties heretofore performed by the tax assessor, tax collector and judge of pro- 
bate; to prescribe certain fees, charges and commissions to be collected by 
such commissioner and provide for disposition of the proceeds thereof; to 
provide for certain reports relating to such collections and to prescribe cer- 
tain penalties for violations relating to licenses. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Limestone county commission is hereby authorized 
and empowered to appoint in lieu of the county license commission author- 
ized under Act No. 746, H. 757 of the 1978 Regular Session (Acts 1978, p. 
1089) a county license commissioner, who shall be subject to the rules and 
regulations of the county merit system, except that said commissioner shall 
serve at the pleasure of the county commission. Any vacancy in such license 
commissioner’s office shall be filled in like manner to the original appoint- 
ment. The county commission shall set the license commissioner’s salary at 
an amount not to exceed $25,000.00 per annum payable from funds col- 
lected by his office. 


Section 2. The county license commissioner shall have an official seal 
of office and shall maintain a permanent office in the county. Before com- 
mencing the duties of his office, the county license commissioner shall take 
the oath prescribed by Constitution of the State of Alabama, and shall exe- 
cute bond in such penal sum as prescribed by the county governing body, 
giving as surety thereon a bond issued by a bonding company authorized to 
do business in this state. The bond shall be conditioned as other official 
bonds, shall be approved by the county commission, and shall be filed and 
recorded in the office of the judge of probate of Limestone County. A certi- 
fied copy of such bond shall be furnished by said judge to the state comp- 
troller. All premiums on said bond shall be paid from the general fund of 
the county. 


Section 3. The county commission shall furnish suitable quarters for 
the county license commissioner, and provide the necessary forms, books, 
stationery, records, equipment and supplies, except such stationery, forms 
and supplies as are furnished pursuant to law by the state department of 
finance, the state comptroller, or otherwise. The county commission shall 
also provide such clerks, deputies and other assistants for said commissioner 
as shall be necessary from time to time for the proper and efficient perform- 
ance of the duties of the office. The commissioner shall recommend employ- 
ment and discipline, subject to commission approval, of such clerks, depu- 
ties and other assistants. The number and compensation of such clerks and 
other assistants shall be subject to the approval of the county governin: 
body. The compensation of the clerks, deputies and assistants shall be pai 
monthly out of the general fund of the county in the same manner as other 
county employees are paid. 


Section 4. The county license commissioner shall recommend to the 


a 
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commission a chief clerk who shall, in the absence of the commissioner, ex- 
ercise the same powers and authority herein granted to the commissioner. 
Such chief clerk before entering upon his duties, must take the oath di- 
rected to be taken by the constitutional officers of the state and give bond 
payable to the commissioner in such sum as he may prescribe conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of his duties. The surety on such bond shall 
be a bond issued by a bonding company authorized to do business in this 
state. Such bond shall be approved by the commissioner, filed and recorded 
in the office of the judge of probate. The premiums on this bond shall be 
paid out of the general fund of the county. 


Section 5. The county license commissioner shall perform all duties 
relative to the assessment and collection of taxes on motor vehicles in such 
county, which have heretofore been performed by the tax assessor and tax 
collector. Said commissioner shall also issue all motor vehicle license tags 
and driver’s license, collect for and issue all other licenses for exercising any 
right or privilege for which a license is now or hereafter may be required by 
law to be paid to the state of Alabama or the county, except marriage li- 
censes, aad may perform all the duties required by the general law of judges 
of probate relative to notations on license stubs of the transfer of ownership 
of motor vehicles, and the replacement of lost or mutilated license tags and 
driver’s licenses, and the notation of change of location of business on privi- 
lege licenses and stubs. The tax assessor and tax collector of Limestone 
County are hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities relative to the 
assessment and collection of taxes on such motor vehicles, and the judge of 
probate is hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities relative to issu- 
ance of motor vehicle licenses, driver’s licenses and privilege licenses and all 
other licenses except marriage licenses. 


Section 6. Before any person, firm or corporation shall engage in or 
carry on any business activity or other non-business activity in the county 
for which a license is required by law, a license for such activity must be 
purchased from said commissioner and he shall be entitled to charge a fee, 
not to exceed $2.00 for the issuance of such license, as shall be determined 
by the county commission. All costs, fees and penalties which shall have 
accrued or for which person, firm or corporation shall have become liable in 
any proceeding commenced for the collection of same shall be paid before 
any such license is eligible for renewal. Said commissioner shall issue the 
license countersigned by him in the form and on the blank furnished to him 
by the state department of finance which shall set forth and specify the 
name of the person, firm or the corporation applying therefore, the business 
or activity which it proposes to carry on thereunder, the address where it 
proposes to carry on the same, the time for which it is issued and if the 
license is for a peddler, it shall state whether he proposed to travel on foot, 
on horseback or on wagon or on motor vehicle. Such license shall not be 
transferable except as otherwise provided by law, nor shall it entitle the 
holder thereof to carry on any other business or do any other act other than 
that named therein at any other location than that specified; provided, how- 
ever, that should it become necessary to move any business from one loca- 
tion to another in said county, and such business is to continue in the same 
kind and character and by the same person or firm as that carried on at the 
former location, then, another license shall not be required for the same 
license year. 


Section 7. In all cases where the amount to be paid for a license de- 
pends upon the amount of capital invested or the true value of property or 
real estate or the value of goods or stock, or the amount of sales and re- 
ceipts, or any other facts or condition, it shall be the duty of the person 
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applying for such license to render to said commissioner a sworn statement 
of the amount of the capital invested, the true value of the property or real 
estate or the value of the stock, the amount of sales and receipts, and such 
other information as may be required by said commissioner to determine 
the character of the license and the amount to be paid for the same. 


Section 8. The county license commissioner shall keep at all times an 
accurate record of all licenses received by him from the state comptroller 
and of the disposition made of them, and of all monies received, licenses. 
issued by him, and make report thereof to the state comptroller at the same 
time and in the same manner that the judges of probate are required to do 
under the general law. All unissued licenses and the stubs or duplicates or 
carbon copies of licenses issued shall be accounted for in the same manner 
that judges of probate are required by law to account for such. 


Section 9. Except as hereinafter provided, the county license commis- 
sioner shall be entitled to charge and collect the same fees that are pre- 
scribed in the general law for like service when performed by the tax as- 
sessor, tax collector, judge of probate or the license inspector. For the 
performance of duties relative to the issuance and handling of, and/or the 
recordings of the transfer of the ownership of motor vehicles as prescribed 
by law, said commissioner shall charge and collect a fee of $2.00. All such 
fees shall be the property of the county and shall be paid to the general 
fund of the county. Refinda for licenses issued by mistake or fact of law 
shall be made under the conditions and in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 10. To prevent motor vehicles from escaping taxation and to 
provide for a more efficient procedure for assessment and collection of taxes 
due on same, no licenses shall be issued to operate motor vehicles on the 
public highways of this state, nor shall any transfer be made by the county 
icense commissioner until the ad valorem tax on such vehicles shall have 
been paid to the county for the preceding year as evidenced by receipt from 
the said commissioner. Every person, firm or corporation driving or owning 
a motor vehicle who desires to operate a motor vehicle on the public high- 
ways of Alabama, shall first return such motor vehicle for ad valorem taxa- 
tion to said commissioner who shall issue a certificate of assessment on a 
form prescribed by the state department of revenue, shall collect the taxes 
shown thereon, and shall make a duplicate of the tax receipt and keep same 
on file in his office. The license tag shall be evidence of the payment of the 
license and ad valorem tax due as provided under this act. 


Section 11. Before any vehicle can be assessed, the county license 
commissioner shall be furnished the tag number presently on the vehicle 
unless such vehicle is new, in which case said commissioner shall be fur- 
nished a bona fide bill of sale from the dealer showing when the vehicle was 
bought new. In the case of a used car brought into the state from a state 
which provides that upon sale or transfer of the motor vehicle, the tags are 
either surrendered to an appropriate authority or subsequently reissued by 
the seller, said commissioner shall be furnished a bona fide certificate of 
title properly assigned which shows when the car was sold to an individual, 
firm, corporation or association, living or operating in this state. If such tag 
number or bill of sale or certificate of title is not furnished, the vehicle will 
be presumed to have been in the state the entire year for which taxes are 
being assessed. Those motor vehicles brought into the state during any tax 
year and new motor vehicles for which licenses have never been issued that 
have been sold from the stock of a dealer during any tax year, shall be sub- 
ject to taxation as if they had been held or owned in the state on the first 
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day of October, except that taxes thereon shall be assessed on a quarterly 
basis as follows: 


1. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the 
first day of October, but before the first day of January next following, shall 
3 ihe to tax the same as if held or owned in the state on the first day of 

ctober. 


2. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the 
first day of December, and before the first al of April next following, shall 
be subject to taxation for three quarters of the tax year. 


3. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the last 
day of March, and before the first day of July next following, shall be sub- 
ject to tax for one-half of the tax year therefor. 


4. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the last 
day of June, but before the first day of October next following, shall be 
subject to tax for one-fourth of the tax year. 


The county license commissioner, in addition to assessing and collect- 
ing the ad valorem tax due the state and county on motor vehicles shall 
collect such tax due all cities in such county and he shall report and pay 
over the money collected for such cities at the same time and in the same 
manner as state and county licenses are reported and paid over by him. 
Said commissioner shall receive and deposit in the county general fund, a 
commission of 10% for assessing and collecting such taxes and shall deduct 
said commission from the amount collected before paying the city treasury. 
Said commissioner shall not issue a license to operate a motor vehicle on the 
highways of this state until all ad valorem taxes due the state, county and 
city have been paid for the preceding tax year. 


Section 12. After the lst day of January 1983, motor vehicles shall not 
be included in any other assessment made by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion under the provisions of the Code of Alabama, 1975, and any such motor 
vehicle shall not be considered as escape property by reason of failure to 
include the same in any tax return as of the first day of October 1983, or 
any subsequent year. All motor vehicles shall be assessed and the taxes 
thereon shall be collected solely as herein provided. 


Section 13. The state comptroller, the state department of revenue, 
the state department of finance, and state department of conservation and 
natural resources are hereby required to furnish to the county license com- 
missioner all books, records and blanks now or hereafter required by law to 
be furnished to judges of probate, tax assessors and tax collectors in connec- 
tion with the performance of their duties in the issuance of automobile li- 
cense plates and the assessment and collection of ad valorem tax thereon, 
and in connection with the performance of their duties relative to the issu- 
ance of privilege licenses and all other licenses. 


Section 14. The county license commissioner shall take applications 
for driver’s licenses or renewals thereof, temporary driver permits and other 
motor vehicle operator’s licenses and give receipts for the fees paid therefor. 
All such applications shall be handled in every respect as prescribed in the 
Code of Alabama, 1975. The same fees and charges may be collected and 
remitted in the manner therein and herein prescribed, except that issuance 
fees therein prescribed for the judges of probate or other issuing officials 
shall be collected for the use of the county and shall be paid into the gen- 
eral fund in the county treasury at the same time that other monies due the 
county under this act are paid.

Section 15. The county license commissioner shall take applications 
for replacement of motor vehicle license tags which have been lost, de- 
stroyed or mutilated, and forward such application to the state department 
of revenue in the same manner that judges of probate or license inspectors 
are directed to do under the Code of Alabama, 1975. For services in this 
connection, he shall charge and collect the same fees prescribed herein. 
Such fees, less the amount required by said code, sent with the application 
to the state department of revenue, shall be the property of the county and 
shall be paid into the general fund of the county at the same time that 
other monies due the county pursuant to this act are paid. 


Section 16. On or after the first day of each month, but not later than 
the last day of each month preceding the month in which the license is due, 
the county license commissioner may mail a form requesting the informa- 
tion hereinafter specified to all owners of motor vehicles and/or privilege 
licenses listed as such in the license records. Such form shall be provided by 
the state department of revenue and shall contain spaces for the name and 
address of the owner of the motor vehicle, the make, the model and serial 
number of the vehicle and such other information with respect thereto as 
the department of revenue may prescribe. The form shall also contain a 
space for the correct amount of the ad valorem taxes (state, county, school 
district and municipal), the amount of the motor vehicle license due 
thereon, the issuance fee and the mailing fee provided for herein; it shall 
also contain a space for the owner to fill in his present address if different 
from that shown in the application form and a space for his signature. The 
form shall be filled in by said department with the name and address of the 
owner, the description of the motor vehicle, the license tax and fees to be- 
come due as so noted or otherwise shown on the license registration and 
transfer records, and the amount of ad valorem tax due on said motor vehi- 
cle for the preceding tax year. Said commissioner may then cause the appli- 
cation form so filed to be mailed to the owner of the motor vehicle at his 
address shown thereon, or to the address which said owner requests that the 
application form be mailed to. The owner of the motor vehicle, if he is still 
the owner of the motor vehicle, and if he desires to pay his motor vehicle ad 
valorem taxes and license tax and secure his motor vehicle registration tag 
by mail, shall sign the application form, indicating thereon any change of 
address and return the same by mail with his remittance for ad valorem 
taxes, license taxes and fees as shown thereon to the commissioner. Money 
orders and checks for the payment of such taxes shall be made payable to 
the county license commissioner and upon receipt of the signed application 
form and remittance and collection for the amount properly due for ad 
valorem tax and fees, the county license commissioner shall thereupon mail 
a receipt for such taxes and fees and the license tag for his motor vehicle to 
the owner thereof. When an application form is returned to said commis- 
sioner unsigned or with less than the correct amount of the taxes and fees, 
such form shall be returned to the owner for correction or for signature. A 
return of such application or remittance shall not be construed as a time 
extension for such payment. An additional fee equal to the original fee for 
issuance, handling, recording, and/or transfer shall be charged for aforemen- 
tioned returns. Failure of the county license commissioner to provide notifi- 
cation as provided herein shall not relieve the motor vehicle owner of the 
responsibility of procuring his license and tags as otherwise required by law. 


Section 17. All applications for motor vehicle tags by mail and the 
correct amount of taxes and fees shall be received by the county license 
commissioner, on or before the last regular work day before the 20th day of 
each month, and said commissioner shall mail such tag not later than the 
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end of the same month. Said commissioner shall charge and collect a fee, 
not to exceed $3.00, for each motor vehicle tag issued by mail, in addition to 
all other fees prescribed by law. Such additional fees shall be paid by the 
* owner of the motor vehicle with his mailed request for license tags and such 
fees collected by said commissioner shall be paid into the general fund of 
the county. The actual expense of mailing application forms to the owners 
of motor vehicles and of mailing tags as hereinabove provided, shall be paid 
from the general fund of the county upon warrants signed by said commis- 
sioner aan approved by the county commission. The procedure authorized 
by this act for the payment of ad valorem tax and motor vehicle license tax 
and the issuance of license tags shall be an optional alternative to the proce- 
dure now provided by law. Each owner of a motor vehicle shall continue to 
have the right to pay taxes and to receive a tag in person without payment 
of a mailing fee.

I am returning to you, the body in which it originated, Senate Bill No. 
115, without my signature and approval but with a suggested Executive 
Amendment which will make this acceptable to me. 


Senate Bill No. 115 as originally passed, would create havoc in the op- 
erations of the Revenue Department with regard to the implementation of 
said Bill. The Bill currently includes an effective date of January 1, 1984. 
The Bill thus would adversely impact the Alabama Special Education Trust 
Fund and thus the education budget of the State of Alabama, without the 
Legislature or the Department of Education having an opportunity to pre- 
pare for the reduced revenues. On the other hand, this Executive Amend- 
ment makes the effective date of this legislation January 1, 1985 which will 
result in reduced revenues during FY 85-86 but which reduced revenues can 
be considered during the budget development process for that fiscal year. 


Current income tax withholding tables do not accommodate the provi- 
sions of this Bill. If this Bill becomes law as now written the result would be 
an over-withholding of taxes, and this fact will generate a substantial in- 
crease in refunds which would be due next year, thus tremendously compli- 
cating the revenue collection/refund process. 


Likewise, the retroactive implications of this Bill in establishing an ef- 
fective date which is prior to the date of passage of the Bill would likely 
result in a violation of the applicable constitutional provisions and might 
possibly invalidate the entire Bill. 


For these reasons and for other related reasons, I offer the following 
Executive Amendment: 


EXECUTIVE AMENDMENT TO §S. B. 115
